Q: Dave Emory la a current event analyst 
and a person who Is heard weekly on a radio 
program called One Step Beyond In the Santa 
Clara Valley. Dave also has another program 
called Radio Free America and his programs are 
available through a service called Archives on 
Audio. Dave, thonks for being with us tonight. I 
would like you to say a little bit more about 
what exactly you do on your program for those 
readers who haven't heard It. 

A: I began the lorni of radio documentary lhai I 
do in 1984 in which I lake research material, road 
II Hilo ihc record and provide analytical discussion 
so that listeners can tape the programs and then 
use them as an audio study resource. People don't 
have a lot of tune for reading. I do a great deal of it 
and I have access to a lot of comparatively rare 
source materials. So 1 do that as a public service 
There's also another program called Radio Free 
America which began In 1987. It's run by the Sun 
Radio Network and Ihc Liberty Lobby, which I am 
noi only not connected with but am fiercely 
opposed to. So please do not ever confuse the two 
names. 1 did not copyright the name They used II 
three years later bul mine is the original and. as 
far as I'm concerned, as the old rhythm and blues 
songs says, siUJ the greatest 

g: We won't confuse the two. What we're 
going to be talking about Is this whole notion of 
fascism and Us connection to political assassi¬ 
nations and maybe we can get back to talking 
about the Liberty Lobby and Its connections to 
the Willis Carto group. Dave has been an active 
worker In researching and exposing the connec¬ 
tion between political assassinations In this 
country and the rise of fascism. He has traced 
the Kennedy assassination to forces that are 
connected to Nazis and other fascist groups. Is 
there more of an Interest In this kind of thing 
now that this wave of Japan-bashing has set In 


with Jack Anderson's new book end the Rising 
Sun movie out? 

A. I have noi noticed any particular Increase in 
Interest in this kind of material because of that I 
can t say that there Isn't, bul 1 have nol noticed 
anything. I do think ll's worth noting that ihc 
interests which dominate corporate Japan at this 
ttme. the so-called Zmbalsu. Ihe family trusts- 
such as Mitsui. Mitsubishi. Yasuba and 
Sumitomo- are the main corporate interests which 
were behind, along with Ihc imperial general slafT. 
the rise of fascism in -Japan In the pre-World War 
II and World War II period. 1 would note lhal many 
of those corporations, the Zalbntsu, had links with 
American corporal ions and lhal many American 
corporations nol only supported and did business 
with Japanese fascism bul also supported and did 
business with Hiller and Mussolini. Names like 
Ford Motor Company. General Motors. ITT. 
Duponl. Standard Oil of New Jersey. Texaco. 
International Harvester. 


T here is a very disturbing and very 
DESTRUCTIVE TENDENCY IN OUR 
POLITICAL CULTURE TO ASCRIBE BROAD AND 
VERY SIGNIFICANT POLITICAL FORCES TO 
THE ACTIONS OF LONE NUTS. PERHAPS 
HITLER COULD BE REFERRED TO AS THE 
FIRST LONE NUT 


So as we. analyze fascism we should note 
that I he forces which generated it are major corpo¬ 
rations which are very much dominant In sorleucs 
lhal exist today. The corporations which brought 
fascism to Germany and Japan are still very much 
In business in those countries. The corporations in 
Ihts country which were supportive of fascism are 
the dominant elements m this country today. 

Fascism is nol something which is an aber¬ 
ration. It was not the result of some lone nut. Adoll 
Hiller or Mussolini, hypnotizing people. There Is a 
very disturbing and very destructive tendency in 
our political culture to ascribe broad and very sig¬ 
nificant political forces to (he actions of lone nuts 
Perhaps HUJcr could be referred lo as the first lone 
nut. 

In analyzing the pop view of fascism. wlUch 
is that Hiller made 'em do ll, one might ahnost use 
an Elmer Fudd accent : ’Once upon a Ume. I here 
was a vewv bod man named Adoff Httwuh who 
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hypnotized anaall the Germans, made 'em aaaall 
go cwazy and den dey had a big war called World 
War n. and it was vewy. vewy bad. but along came 
de Allies and dey beat dat ol* Adoff Hltwuh and dc 
war came to an end and evewy body wived happl- 
wy ever afterl Or dey would have lived happlwy 
ever after but awong carne a vewy bad man named 
Joseph Stalin. Hypnotized aaall the Wusslans. 
Made 'em all go cwazy." Again. It’s altrlbullng a 
very significant and broad-based political and 
social phenomenon to the action of a single indi¬ 
vidual 

Q: Could you give us a working definition of 
fascism? 

A* Fascism as defined by Mussolini, who was 
the first fascist and who coined the term. Is corpo¬ 
ratism. Now what Mussolini meant by that. well, 
he really was operating on a couple of different lev¬ 
els. 1 am going to telescope thlngB due to the limits 
of time here, so this might seem a Utile bit facile to 
some people But on the one hand. Mussolini 9ct 
up what he called I he corporate state. The idea 
was to set up a country in which things were 
arranged In such a way as to benefit the corpora¬ 
tions. Now when Mussolini spoke about corpora¬ 
tions. as in his book The Corporate State, put out 
by Velcccht publishes* of Florence in 1938. when 
he talked about corporations he was referring to 
something that we might better term trusts or 
monopolies. Each major area of Industrial manu¬ 
facturing was grouped together In what might be 
termed a trust or a monopoly. In those (rusts or 
monopolies there were the corporations that were 
Involved In the manufacturing of the various goods 
in that field. The idea was to organize a society in 
such a way as to benefit the corporations. The the¬ 
ory was that If the corporations prospered, the 
wealth and the prosperity would trickle down to 
everybody else, the middle class. the shopkeepers 
and I he workers, would all benefit as the wealth 
was spread around. 

In a very real sense, the corporate state of 
Mussolini operates on the same philosophical prin¬ 
ciple. or pretended to operate the same philosophi¬ 
cal principle, as supply-side economics, or what 
George Bush In a rare moment of lucidity termed 
“voodoo economics". The Idea behind supply-side 
economics was that if the wealthy and the corpora¬ 
tions had l heir taxes cut and were able to reap 
more capital, then they would plow the capital 
back into the industrial process, expanding the 
industrial base with prosperity for all. and every¬ 
body. to go back to the Elmer Fudd accent.. "WD1 
wive happfwwy ever aflal" 


Well. U didn't actually work that way. As we 
know. Ronald Reagan came Into office with a 
national debt of nine hundred billion dollars. It 
was 2.6 trillion when he left. He almost tripled It. 
Then smilin' George put another 1.4 trillion on top 
of that. When he left office, the national debt W3S 4 
trillion dollars. It did not work at all. George 
Seldes. viewed by many as ihe dean of American 
investigative reporters and is an individual whose 
work on the history and development of fascism is 
absolutely vital, also an individual who Is one of 
my personal role models, described Mussolini's 
corporate state as a "spoils system’ The idea was 
Dial the wealth did not trickle down The rich got 
richer and anybody who complained either got 
their head smashed or was killed by the JasctstL 
That. 1 think, is analogous In many ways to what is 
going on today 

Q: 1 don't Imagine that you recognise that 
much of a distinction between the major par¬ 
ries. 

A: There are some significant differences, but 
they are not nearly as significant as they should 
be. It's fairly well known that the same corporate 
interests finance both the Republican and 
Democratic parties so that I hey basically have a 
foot In each camp, so no matter who wins they're 
in a position to dip their stubby little fingers 
knuckle deep into the pie. 

Q: The reason 1 bring up the distinction 
between the parties and whether there Is a dis¬ 
tinction or not is that I want to get back to the 
Idea of how political assassinations arc con¬ 
nected to fascist elements. There has been a lot 
of debate out over the Kennedy assassination 
•ince Oliver Stone's movie. Noam Chomsky and 
Alexander Cockburn have kind of lead the 
charge pointing to JFK as the person who cre¬ 
ated or escalated the war In Vietnam and who 
Is representative of the same kind of powered 
Interests. If that Is the case, why was he assas¬ 
sinated? 

A: I do not think much of either Alexander 
Cockburn or Noam Chomsky. Both have done 
some good work, however both are also not only 
Individuals who blame the Vietnam war on 
Kennedy, which Is simply ridiculous, but both 
individuals also endorse the Warren report s find¬ 
ing of Oswald as a lone nut. Alexander Cockburn 
endorsed Warren Commission counsel David 
Belln's view of that. There Is a broadcast ! did 
called ‘Observations on America's 116th Birthday’ 
in which 1 read a letter from Noam Chomsky to a 
professional colleague of his. who gave me permis- 
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sion to read it on the air, in which he says, and ! 
quote. ‘1 can sec no political forces which would 
have wanted to kill John Kennedy’ 

Chomsky, loo. endorses the Warren 
report’s basic findings. Now ihe Warren report is 
simply fiction. II is not only wrong but every one of 
Its major contentions is physically impossible It 
may be that Cockbum and Chomsky, who again 
have both done some good work, are simply too 
proud and too arrogant and also loo entrenched as 
well-known and relatively successful progressive 
intellectuals to admit lhal they have been wrong 
about anything. Pride has a great deal to do with 
intellectual reaction and intellectual culture is 
quite reactionary. At the same. 1 think U is very 
important to realize how destructive those kinds of 
views are. 

Now with regard lo Vietnam. Ihe notion 
that Kennedy “got us inlo Vietnam' is simply- igno¬ 
rant ond both Cockbum and Noam Chomsky 
should know better. The fact of the matter ts that 
Kennedy inherited an Involvement In Southeast 
Asia, the genesis of which dates back to the second 
World War. During World War II the United States 
was a military ally of Ho Chi Minh and the Viet 
Mlnh. It's Ironic that vve ended up fighting Ho Chi 
Minh and that many American servicemen lost 
their livc9 there because the Vietnamese guerilla 
forces in World War II. which fought the Japanese 
effectively and heroically, were trained by the U. S. 
Army Guerilla Warfare manual Ii was given to 
them by operative of the Office of Strategic 
Services, our World War II intelligence agency. The 
Vietnamese Declaration of Independence quotes at 
great length from our own. 

Wc had advisors there in the 1950s. 
According to my own held work, and a number of 
observers have backed this up. was much, much 
greater than whal the public was told. We had 
many more troops there than the seventeen thou¬ 
sand lhal were supposedly Ihere as advisors when 
Kennedy was killed. And our involvement there 
dates well back before the Kennedy administration 
So Kennedy actually inherited an on going com¬ 
mitment tn Vietnam There’s considerable contro¬ 
versy around some of the National Security Action 
memoranda that were Issued during Ihe Kennedy 
administration Cockbum and Chomsky have both 
dlsscd the notion that NSA 263 and 273 represent 
respectively an order by Kennedy for a phased 
withdrawal from Vietnam and a reversal, a couple 
of days after Kennedy was killed, of hl3 orders, 
with scheduling of covert operallans against North 
Vietnam and an escalation of the war. 


I T MAY BE THAT COCKBURN AND CHOMSKY. 
I WHO AGAIN HAVE BOTH DONE SOME GOOD 
WORK, ARE SIMPLY TOO PROUD AND TOO 
ARROGANT AND ALSO TOO ENTRENCHED AS 
WELL-KNOWN AND RELATIVELY SUCCESSFUL 
PROGRESSIVE INTELLECTUALS TO ADMIT 
THAT THEY HAVE BEEN WRONG ABOUT 
ANYTHING. PRIDE HAS A GREAT DEAL TO DO 
WITH INTELLECTUAL REACTION AND 
INTELLECTUAL CULTURE IS OUITE 
REACTIONARY. 


g: This Is the thesis that John Newman has 
put forth In JFK and Vietnam. 

A: Not only John Newman but before him many 
other people. Including Col. L. Fletcher Prouty. 
who was in charge of special operations for the 
Joint chiefs of stafT at the lime that Kennedy was 
killed. He had drawn up the repon upon which Ihe 
recommendations made by Kennedy and then 
Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara, the 
actions In NSA 263. were based. Professor Peter 
Dale Scott of Berkeley, who I think merits serious 
consideration as the foremost political Intellectual 
In America today. In a number of works has pro¬ 
vided very detailed analysis of NSA memorandum 
111 from November 22. 1961: NSA 249 from June 
1963; NSA 263 from October ’63; and NSA 273 I 
find his arguments and those of L. Fletcher Prouty 
and the aforementioned Major John Newman far 
more convincing. They are backed up by testimony 
from a number of Kennedy administration officials, 
including Arthur Schlesinger. former 
Undersecretary of State for Far Eastern affairs 
Roger Hlnsman, all of whom decry the Oltvei Stone 
movie among other things, but agree lhat Kennedy 
was in fact In the process of pulling us out of 
Vietnam. 

Q: So you don’t buy anything that Chomsky 
says that Schlcstnger and Rlnaman and these 
people hare re-written history after the Tet 
offensive? 

A Well, the point ts that I think that Chomsky 
himself Is guilty of a fair amount of re-writing of 
history. In the personal letter that 1 alluded lo. 
Chomsky admits that he has studied nothing, 
nothing of the record about Kennedy’s assassina¬ 
tion. but that lie doesn’t intend to do so because 
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he finds the people interested in Investigating 
Kennedy's assassination to be religious fanatics 
and does not consider them worth dealing with 
rrom an intellectual standpoint, which I think is 
rather hypocritical His own analysis of the 
Kennedy assassination investigators would apply 
better to him than to them He hasn’t studied the 
record, and yet he says he doesn’t believe that 
there is unythlng to U. I think one should withhold 
one’s opinion until one has examined the relevant 
Information. 

Lets go back to the ’analysis* presented by 
Cockbum and Chomsky- and this is not to single 

them out as individuals bul rather I Hunk their 

viewpoint ts representative of an intellectual view¬ 
point that needs to be very seriously considered 
and criticized from an intelligent and constructive 
standpoint In order to put down Just that one 
aspect of Oliver Stone’s movie, which Is backed up 
by analysts from such disparate parties as Arthur 
Schlcslnger. Roger Hlnaman. Colonel L. Fletcher 
Prouty, Major John Newman. Peter Dale Scott, all 
of whom are very, very different, with very different 
backgrounds and different motivations, what peo¬ 
ple like Cockburn and Chomsky and the others of 
that view, are doing in effect ts that they ore posit¬ 
ing a conspiracy theory. They're saying that some¬ 
how oil these people are conspiring to do— what? 

One of the things that they arc supposedly 
doing is attempting to recapitulate some lost vision 
of CamClot. I have studied lhe Kennedy assassina¬ 
tion among other things for the belter part of twen¬ 
ty years and IVe never heard anyone who consid¬ 
ered Kennedy or his administration to hr Camelot. 
Rather, ihc forces that destroyed John Kennedy 
considered him insufficiently vigorous m his pur¬ 
suit of the Cold War. Those forces were explicitly 
fascist 

Qr There are those out there who accuse 
people like Fletcher Prouty of being connected 
to fascist elements. He's been connected to the 
Institute for Historical Review and Chip Berlet 
has written this whole thing about "Right Woos 
Left" In which he tries to mske s connection 
between all these people who don’t Ot so nearly 
In to the leftist perspective that's been carved 
out by mainstream people like Cockburn, 
Chomsky, etc., and tries to blacken their repu¬ 
tation by tbelr associations. 

A: There has always been a tendency on the 
left to tar people with some sort of label: “You 
Stalinist, your or "You TroUkylte. your l don’t 
think a whole lot of that viewpoint. 1 do think there 
is a need for Intelligent, constructive criticism that 


should be made on the basis of ihe arguments pre¬ 
sented. 

Now with regard to Fletcher Prouty: he has 
had some dalliance with I hr Liberty Lobby, which I 
alluded to earlier. I think that's very tragic I think 
that the progressive political sector itself bears 
some measure of responsibility for that 

The Liberty Lobby Is making a considerable 
bid to co-opt a number of progressive issues, pri¬ 
marily by printing material on investigations relat¬ 
ing In the national security establishment. There is 
a considerable degree of overlap between some of 
the things that the Liberty Lobby ts looking into 
and some of the things that any serious investiga¬ 
tor will look into, things like the Inslaw case. 
October Surprise Yet at the same lime, when you 
examine the history of the Liberty Lobby, It’s 
founder Willis Cano and some of the other people 
involved with it. have documented involvement 
with the Institute for Historical Review, which 
denies Ihc Holocaust happened Willis Carlo has 
gone on record as saying he felt we were on the 
wrong side In World War II, blaming World War II 
on the Jews. In the 1960s the Liberty Lobby used 
to open some of Its meetings, according to some 
Investigators, with the Horst Wessel song, official 
song of the German Nazi party under Hiller. They 
endorse people like David Duke. etc., and 1 think It 
would be quite fair to refer to the overall pcrspcc 
Live or the Liberty Lobby as fascist. 

9: At the same time. It’s extremely frustrat¬ 
ing for researchers that the only information 
they can find, for Instance, on the Inalaw thing. 
Is In the Liberty Lobby. 

A. It is very important to take note of that phe¬ 
nomenon and also to understand what probably 
lies behind that. In ihe Orel place, I think thal the 
investigation of many of ihcse national security 
related scandals, such as the Kennedy assassina¬ 
tion. leaves an observer In a relativistic political 
and philosophical universe Once you understand 
thal, in fact. Lee Harvey Oswald did not kill 
President Kennedy and Sirhan Sirhan did not kill 
Robert Kennedy, and thal the official versions of so 
many of these cases are readily verifiable bald- 
faced lies, then U leaves people wondering. "Weil, 
gee. maybe the Holocaust didn’t happen". A recent 
poll found lhai as many as a third of Americans 
polled holdout the possibility thal II did not. Thai 
leaves some in a state of relativism which plays 
right into Ihe hand of those elements such as Ihe 
Institute for Historical Review, which love to per¬ 
petuate the view that the Holocaust did not In fact 
happen. 
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Q: Another thing is that the utter failure of 
the major media to report accurately on any of 
these assassinations or stories leaves a vacuum 
that people try to fill any way they can. 

A Also the so-called "alternative* media for Die 
most part stay away from these very same things. 
Many of the people who do work tn investigating 
these national security related scandals want to 
get their information out and there are very few 
sources that will get il out. So they will both read 
and sometimes publish in something like the 
Liberty Libby'S SpOlUghl. Plus. In this line of work 
one does not make a lot ol money, generally speak¬ 
ing, and if you can gel paid for an article, hell, get 
paid for an article. In these days, when money is 
very tight, that will do u 

The progressive media itself bears a deep 
responsibllily, though, for the relative success of 
the Spotlight, Uberty Lobby, etc., because they will 
not access this material to a considerable extent. 
Those progressive media forces occupy the same 
moral turf as the people in Nasi Germany who 
knew what was going on and did not speak up or 
act. 

Q: Let's review s little of your research con¬ 
necting the Kennedy assassination to the 
Rclnhard Gchlcn network. 

A: One of the things that propelled me into 
committing my life to this type of research was the 
work 1 began doing In the early 1970s on the 
assassination of President Kennedy It became very 
clear as the Watergate' case unfolded that there 
were some very strong connecting links between 
the Watergate scandal and the Investigation of the 
assassination of John Kennedy. As I moved from 
the Watergate scandal Into an investigation of 
Kennedy's assassination, at the core of the 
Kennedy conspiracy, I came across both domestic 
and German Nazis and Eastern European fascists 
nnd fascist collaborators, which shocked me at 
first. I had no idea how such a tiling came to be. so 
I began studying history and what 1 came across at 
the core of John Kennedy's assassination were 
operatives who had served with the Rcinhard 
Gehlen spy organization or had been Involved with 
that milieu duririg and after World War H. 

Retnhard Gehlen had been Hitler's chief of 
intelligence Tor the eastern front in World War U. 
He headed an organizallon called Frcmbe Heere 
Ost or Foreign Armies Easl. Al the end of World 
War n. Gehlen and his entire organization Jumped 
to the CIA and became, in effect, the CIA's depart¬ 
ment of Russian and Eastern European affairs. 
They were sole purveyors of intelligence on the 
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R Einhard Gehlen works the streets in 
postwar Germany 

Soviet Union and Eastern Europe to the CIA for 
the immediate post-World War II period. They 
became the de facto NATO intelligence organization 
and ultimately in 1955 were Incorporated Into 
West Germany as the West German intelligence 
service, the BundesnachtrichtendtmsL or the BND. 
The current Germn Intelligence Service grew 
directly out of the Gehlen Organization and retains 
much of its character. 

The Gehlen organization paved the way for 
thousands of SiS and Gestapo veterans to move up 
in lo the US national security establishment, 
where a few of them remain to this day. Beyond 
that It helped to provide the United States with a 
vastly distorted picture of Soviet alms and capabil¬ 
ities in the Cold War. The Gchlcn organization did 
not operate in a vacuum in this regard. There were 
very powerful Interests, very powerful corporate 
and financial interests as well as political and 
national security elements in this country, which 
were only too willing to hear the message that 
Gehlen had to provide. 

In inveiitlgatlng the Kennedy assassination. 
I came across people associated with the Gehlen 
organization and the very closely related Anti- 
Bolshevik Block of Nations or ABN. For example, 
when Lee Harvey Oswald returned from the Soviet

Union lo which he had supposedly defected with 
top secret Information about the U2 spy plane and 
our radar nets, he was not only not charged with 
treason upon returning to the United States, which 
is simply ridiculous when you slop to think aboul 
It. he was met upon embarking by a fellow named 
Spas T. Ratktn. Raikin had been the Secretary 
General of the American Friends of the Anti- 
Bolshevik Block of Nations. He had been a 
Bulgarian fascist prior to and during World War 11. 
It should be remembered that Bulgaria, along with 
Hungary and Romania, were Eastern European 
allies of Nazi Germany. In addition to Germany, 
Japan and Italy, the Axis also incorporated 
Hungary. Romania and Bulgaria as urll as Finland 
for a time. 

In the Dallas/Fori Worth area as well 
Oswald was handled by people a&soeialcd with this 
Gehlen/ABN milieu. One of Oswald's intelligence 
handlers in the Dallas/Fort Worth area was a fel¬ 
low named George De Morenschlldt. nee Ceorgc 
Von Morenschlldt. His father had managed the 
Baku oil fields for the Nobel family in Crarisi 
Russia. DeMorenschtldl had been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of spytng for Nazi Germany during World 
War n. He had worked very closely for a time with 
Baron Constantine Maydell Maydell had for a lime 
been in charge of all Abwehr activities in North 
America, the Abwehr being Gentian military Intelli¬ 
gence in North America. 

One of the other handlers of the Oswalds in 
the Dallns/Fon Worth area, an individual who was 
Involved wtth the interrogation of Marina Oswald 
after the assassination, was a fellow named Igor 
Voshlnln. who according lo Peter Dale Scott was 
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affiliated with an organization called the NTS. that 
is the National Tollers Alliance or Solldnrists. It 
wus a group of White Russians or Czarist Russians 
who saw ihe armies of the Third Reich as their 
ticket track into thr Soviet Union. They sought a 
restoration of the old Russian empire and a politi¬ 
cal alliance with Nazi Germany. The NTS spied for 
Nazi Germany during World War U and worked 
with ii and then Jumped to the CIA. or US intelli¬ 
gence. along will* the Gehlcn organization, and 
they were an element for a time of the Anti- 
Bolshevik Block of Nations 

In examining I lie Kennedy assassination at 
Ihe operational level, one comes across evidentiary 
tributaries running between graduates of the 
Gehlen spy organization and the Ant I-Bolshevik 
Block »if Nations and sympathetic elements of our 
own political arid national security establishment 
and domestic American fascists as well. For 
instance. George Lincoln Rockwell's name and 
address were in Lee Harvey Oswald's address book 
01 tlie time of his arrest. No one has bothered lo 
explain how the alleged Marxist Oswald, after hav¬ 
ing become a traitor to the United States and 
betraying American national security secrets to the 
Soviet Union, then came back to the United States, 
was never prosecuted for treason and promptly 
began trafficking around in a milieu involving the 
CIA's anti-Castro Cubans, aerospace and 
petroleum industry high rollere. and ardently anti¬ 
communist White Russians. Rather strange envi¬ 
ronment for an avowed Marxist to be trafficking in. 
Nobody has ever explained whal George Lincoln 
Rockwell's Arlington. Virginia name and address 
were doing In Oswald's address book. 

Q: These ore sensible questions. Just as they 
■ re when people bring up the notion, for 
Instance, that the AIDS virus was caused by the 
Pentagon or that there may be something 
behind this disease that haa been suffered by 
the Indians In New Mexico. 

A Yes. There has been an outbreak of an often 
fatal flu-like illness, li was initially noted in the 
Four Comers area in U*t American Southwest It 
has now. to a certain extent at least, spread to 
Texas. Nevada and now apparently California. The 
illness is being blamed upon a vims called the 
Hanta virus, u virus which, nol incidentally, has 
been a focus of U S. Army hlological warfare 
research for quite some umc. There's a very impor 
tant article in Science Sloganne issue of June 11, 
HKKi. discussing the Army’s Interest in ihe Hanta 
virus and its role in Army biological warfare 
research, terminated a few years ago because it 
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supposedly was not bearing any fruit. Bui at least 
one researcher who is familiar with that program 
said it was a shame because the Hanta virus, 
which originally attracted the Army's attention 
because it produced Korean hemorrhagic fever, 
which killed some 400 C.Is during the Korean war. 
ofTered clear evidence of being a viable biological 
warfare agent. The article closes by noting th3t 
researchers may well decry Lhe Army’s termination 
of research because a vaccine to the Hanta virus 
may very well become necessary. 

Biological warfare research was officially 
curtailed by Richard Nixon tn 1969 except for 
“defensive* biological warfare research, a complete¬ 
ly academic and fallacious distinction. There is no 
substantive difference between defensive and 
offensive biological warfare research. If you're 
developing a vaccine for ‘defensive'’ research, you 
still have to find out how lhe agent in question, 
whether a bacterium or a virus, inteds Its victims. 
So you wind up doing The same research anyway. 
There are substantive indications that biological 
warfare research has been earned on clandestinely 
and under civilian cover for quite some time It is a 
matter of public record that biological warfare 
agents have been tested on unsuspecting civilian 
populations. Including civilian populations In the 
United States. The U. S. and Britain, for example, 
have long conducted biological research on Che 
populations of third world countries. 

There Is one account, which 1 am investi¬ 
gating. 1 have not confirmed this so this belongs in 
the category of what I like to refer to as “food for 
thought and grounds for further research*, but 
there is at least one account that a military base 
near the Four Comers area, a place called Fort 
Wingate, liad a biological warfare component asso¬ 
ciated with il. There were reports of suspicions on 
the part some of llie N'avajos In Che Four Comer 
area that perhaps some sort of agent had acciden¬ 
tally escaped from Fort Wingate. Now accounts on 
that differ. There was at least one broadcast 
account, at least one other news account that I 
have examined, maintains that Fort Wingate was 
closed In late 1992. that It was a munitions stor¬ 
age area. I do rug know if there were any bacterio¬ 
logical agents stored there or whether the base was 
In fact closed or whether there Is any relationship 
whatsoever between the allegations concerning 
Fort Wingate and the outbreak tn lhe Four Comers 
area. 

But given the fact, and this is a matter of 
record, al least according to Science Magazine. 
6 /11/93, the Hanta virus has been a focal point of 


U. S. biological warfare research, given the Tact 
that research was closed down a few years ago- 
curtailed a few years ago. There still ts an element 
at Fort Derrick that's looking for a vaccine Given 
the fact thal many of the people involved in that 
research moved Into the civilian sector, given the 
fact that the military did want to continue to con¬ 
duct that research, and given the documented his¬ 
tory* of testing biological agents on civilian popula¬ 
tions...(people. for instance, can look al a book 
called A Higher Form of Killing by Robert Harris 
and Jeremy Paxman: there’s a soflcover edition 
put out by Hill and Wang tn 1982...) 1 do think 
that U is reasonable to ask the question about this 
out break of Hanta virus. Is it merely a natural 
occurrence or ts there more to It? Is this perhaps 
some son of research program or something of 
that kind, or was there an accidental release of 
some sort of biological agent? 

Again. I am nol making tills statement tn a 
definitive way 1 want to make that very* clear. 
From a methodological standpoint, tn doing this 
type of research, one wants to gather information 
to form hypotheses and then test the hypotheses 
against the Information that’s coming In to deter¬ 
mine If the hypotheses appear to be valid or 
whether an alternative hypothesis would appear to 
be warranted under the circumstances. For exam¬ 
ple. I cannot say that the Hanta vims outbreak 
had anything to do with the fact thal the Hanta 
virus was a focal point of U.S. biological warfare 
research. 1 cannot say whether the accounts at 
this point of Fort Wingate being In the area of 
where the Four Comers outbreak took place are 
accurate, whether Fort Wingate was closed, 
whether in fact there was a biological element to 
Fort Wingate. Bui if. and I say if with a capital "I", 
some of the information about Fort Wingate Is 
true. If there was something released from Fort 
Wingate, whether accidentally or as a result of 
careless disposal of biological agents, or whether 
there was something deliberately released, we 
might be looking at Fort Wingate-gate. a la 
Watergate.

O bviously. Mary Meyer knew more

Mary Ptnehot Meyer’s ex-husband. Cord Meyer. 
Jr,, was not just any CIA agent. Three time* the 
winner of the Distinguished Intelligence Medal. 
Cord Meyer was one ol the originals, one who 
played a crucial role in the formation and develop¬ 
ment of I he Company 

In 1942. Meyer was a student at Yale who left 
the Ivy League university to Join the Marines, serv¬ 
ing as a lieutenant In the Pacific theater, where he 
was seriously wounded In one eye After the War. 
he served on the American team, under the direc¬ 
tion of Harold Stassen, Involved with organizing 
the Untied Nations. In this capacity, he also 
worked along side Alger Hiss (29) In 1951. Meyer 
was recruited tnio the CIA's Office of Policy Co¬ 
ordination by Allen Dulles himself, at that lime 
deputy director of Intelligence, the number two 
man In ihc Agency under Director, former General 
Walter Bedell Smith. (30J 

According to one account. Meyer was “repre¬ 
sentative of a major clement in the CIA's founding 
generallon. He acted on his beliefs, becoming the 
ultimate character witness to the Agency’s liberal¬ 
ism. Few people believed in American Justice and 
individualism as strongly as Meyer did. ' 1311 A less 
glowing appraisal of Meyer's values, made by one 
who knew him well, will be given laier. 

Meyer was a controversial public figure, known 
for his involvement with the American Veteran’s 
Committee Iwhlch was dedicated to “a more demo¬ 
cratic and prosperous America, and a more stable 
world", and which also opposed special pnvileges 
for veterans), and the World Federalist Union, 
which advocated one-world government. Members 
of both organizations would later have cause to 
question Mcyex’9 sincerity, and wondered If his 
membership was not part of some Intelligence 
operation to neutralize communists or suspected 
communists in those groups 

In 1953. the same year Project MK-ULTRA was 
begun. Meyer found himself under the hostile 
scrutiny of the distinguished senator for Wisconsin 
Joseph McCarthy, who demanded his pal J. Edgar

Hoover liave the FBI investigate Meyer as a possi¬ 
ble subversive. Alien Dulles wouldn't lei Hoover's 
boys anywhere near Meyer, and instead, conduct¬ 
ed an Internal Investigation that cleared him. (32) 
With this incident. Dulles demonstrated to every¬ 
one that the CIA. only seven short years in exis¬ 
tence. had become so powerful that not even Joe 
McCarthy, the man who single-handedly destroyed 
careers and reputations with impunity, dared trifle 
with It. Actually. McCarthy’s attempted attack on 
the CIA only strengthened It. "McCarthylsm had 
the unforeseen effect of helping the CtA become a 
major player In the later Implementation of foreign 
policy m Asia." (33) 

Meyer's specialties during his years with the 
CIA involved infiltration and manipulation of inter¬ 
national labor and student organizations. As head 
of the International Organizations Division of the 
Directorate of Plans. Meyer was responsible for 
infiltrating and subverting communist and social¬ 
ist labor unions and student movements, as well 
as preventing communists from infiltrating and 
subverting liberal unions and students move¬ 
ments. Meyer was among those heavily engaged in 
the secret wars for control of the trade unions in 
post-war France and Germany. He was among 
those who advised President Kennedy to appoint 
George Meany. the AFL-CIO president, to chair¬ 
manship of the Labor Advisory Committee to the 
Alliance for Progress, which was devised to win 
over Latin American labor unions to the US side 
and away from leftist unions. Under Meyer, stu¬ 
dent organizations like the National Student 
Association and the Congress for Cultural Freedom 
were heavily funded by the Agency. Gloria 
Stelncm. noted feminist, was one of those 
American students who worked for Meyer as an 
"observer' to the World Youth Festivals in Vienna 
in 1959 and in Helsinki in 1961. (34) 

Oddly enough. Mary Meyer told Tim Leary that 
dissident organizations In academia are also con¬ 
trolled. The CIA creates the radical Journals and 
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B en Bradlee called this scene “one of history’s frozen shots" (Conversations With 
Kennedy, 1975). Kennedy’s September 24. 1963 stop in Milford. Pennsylvania

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student organ teat tons and runs them with deep 
cover agents.'' (35) Leary (bund this hard to believe 
at the time, but in February 1967, Ramparts mag- 
azlne broke the story on the CIA's secret funding 
and control of the National Student Association, an 
Incident that eventually led lo investigalions from 
more mainstream news sources and eventually I he 
Congress into every aspect of the CIA'S mind con¬ 
trol" programs, including MK-ULTRA. Anyone who 
would have suggested such a thing In 1962-63 
would have been denounced as a communist nr a 
crackpot or both, but no communist or crackpot 
had the advantage of being married to the man In 
the CIA who was responsible for doing just that 

Obviously. Mary Meyer knew more about her 
husband's Job than perhaps she should have let 
on. It might be one reason why they divorced, but 
It has been alleged that she was a security risk due 
lo her propensity for having affairs with handsome 
men. including an Italian count suspected of being 
himself a spy (36) 

After their divorce. Mary moved in with her sis¬ 
ter Tony and her husband Ben Bradlce. then the 
Washington bureau chief of Newsweek maguzine. 
living behind Die stately Bradlee manor in a con¬ 
verted garage/carriage house apartment where she 
pursued her art. and allegedly directed her femi¬ 
nist acldhead cabal lo tnflhrate and subvert the 
male power structure. (37) However, before 
attempting lo blow the minds of the Washington 
patriarchy, the psychedelic amazons first practiced 
on each other, holding several LSD sessions where 
each one would alternate the roles of tnpper and 
guide. These sessions were held in Mary's garage 
pad. right under Ben Bradlee’s nose, or more pre¬ 
cisely. behind his back. Two of the women said to 
be Involved with Mary Meyer s circle were Lisa 
Howard and Dorothy Kilgallen. both well known 
Journalists of ihe day. 

I.lsa Howard was an ABC-TV network corre¬ 
spondent who managed lo get an Interview wiih 
Fidel Castro at a time when the State Department 
wouldn't let Americans visit Cuba In fact. Howard 
was serving as a liaison between Cuban UN offi¬ 
cials and William Attwood, ihe special advisor to 
the American ambassador to the UN. 138) 

At least one source implies that Attwood and 
Howard were having an affair, possibly involving 
LSD. (39) Through Lisa Howard s efforts. Allwood 
met with Cuban UN delegate Carlos Lechuga. at a 
cocktail party given by Howard In her Manhattan 
apartment. The two ambassadors spent half an 
hour pulling out feelers, and Attwood Came away 
with the distinct impression that Castro wanted lo 


talk peace and seek normalization ol relations. 
These secret attempts at diplomacy made Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy nervous; he was con¬ 
vinced they would leak lo persons hostile to the 
idea. 

Meanwhile. Attwood. along with Mary Meycrfi 
brotlicr-ln-law Ben Bradlee. had convinced 
President Kennedy lo consent to an exclusive 
interview with French journalist Jean Daniel, who 
was in the US on his way to Interview Castro In 
Havana. The gist of Kennedy's message lo Castro 
Wa Daniel was that Ihe US would not tolerate o 
Soviet-backed Cuba spreading "Communist sub¬ 
version' throughout Latin America Bui. "the 

President surprised Danid by vigorous approval 
for the principle of Cuba's own revolution. He said 
the United States must lake most of the blame for 
the evils of the Butlsta regime." (40) He asked 
Daniel lo serve a;* his unofficial envoy" and lo 
return lo him with Castro's reaction. 1*11) 

In an attempt lo contact Castro's personal 
physician Dr Rone Vallejo. Eventually, they 
reached a tentative agreement lo have Attwood 
meet with Castro in a north coast Cuban resort 

While these attempts to come to an under¬ 
standing with Castro were going on. the CIA, 
which was not Informed of the negotiations (nor 
was the State Department), had contacted Rolando 
Cubeta. a disillusioned member of Castro's inner 
circle who had initially requested 10 defect to the 
US. but was persuaded to rrmatn in Cuba as a US 
agent by Desmond FitzGerald, a senior CIA case 
officer who misrepresented himself lo Cubela as a 
personal emissary of Robert Kennedy According to 
the CIA. Cubela himself suggested that the Agency 
arm him and some confederates so as to kill 
Castro From this poinl. he was given the code 
name AM/LASH I For his part. Cubela Insisted In 
an Interview with Anthony Summers lhat Ihe CIA 
was the Initiator of Ihe assassination plot.) (42) 
Was Robert Kennedy trying lo have Castro killed 
even as his brother was making peace overtures? It 
appears to have been entirely a CIA program, tn 
complete violation of the Kennedy administration's 
then recent policy decision to restrain guerilla 
actions against Cuba The culprits . as later 
revealed in testimony before ihe Senate 
Intelligence Committee, were senior officers of the 
Agency including FitzGerald and Deputy Dtrcclor 
Helms. Neither Kennedy nor CIA Director John 
McCone were aware of the plot. (43) In Arthur 
Schleslngers opinion "The whole Cubela thing 
raises even deeper questions. The CIA was reviving 
the assassination plots ai the very time President 
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Kennedy was considering the possibility of rela¬ 
tions with Cuba...11 was a studied attempt to sub¬ 
vert national policy." (44) No doubt. Just as Robert 
Kennedy bad reared, there was a leak. Notes 
Anthony Summers: The CIA had long penetrated 
the Cuban mission at the United Nations with 
anti-Castro agents. The National Security Agency 
intercepted calls to Havana, and U.S. intelligence 
agencies reaped the harvest of information. From 
lale October, and probably earlier. Attwood’s inter¬ 
mediary. lisa Howard, made a series of phone calls 
to Castro’s closest confidant [Rene Vallejo!.’’ (45) 
Both Schlcslnger and Allwood came to believe that 
(he phone calls made by both Alt wood and Howard 
were tapped. Said Attwood: "If the CIA did find out 
what we were doing this would have trickled down 
to the lower echelon of activists, and Cuban exiles 
and the more gung-ho CIA people... they might 
have been impelled to takr violent action Such as 
assassinating the President." (46) And Schlcslnger 
"Undoubtedly if word leaked of President 
Kennedy’s efforts, that might have been exactly the 
kind of thing to trigger some explosion of fanatical 
violence. 11 seems to me a possibility not to be 
excluded." (471 



And Then Along Came Mary... 

Mary Meyer became John Kennedy's lover after 
her move in with the Bradlee’s. She had known 
JFK since her clays as Robert Kennedy’s next door 
neighbor m Mcl-ean. Virginia. 

Then alter moving into the Bradlee’s garage, 
she found herself neighbors with the 
Massachusetts Senator himself. Their affair began 
in January 19(»2. and lasted up until the day he 
died. And it would seem that drugs played some 
role in their relationship. It is claimed that Mary 
Introduced JFK to the pleasures of smoking ganja 
In the presidential bedroom of lhe While House. 
(49) Kennedy’s alleged reaction was: Tills isn’t like 
cocaine. I'll get you some of that.*’ (50) Rumor had 
it that Kennedy was also familiar with 
amphetamines., injected via hypodermic to coun¬ 
teract the adrenal depletion caused by his 
Addison's disease. The LSD sessions were nil 
apparently held at Mary's place in (he Bradlee’s 
renovated garage. Ai first the acid came from Leary 
(51J. later, after Leary was fired from Harvard in 
May 1963 and moved his research to a Mexican 
beach (also soon shul down). Mary got "ihe finest 
acid direct from the N.J.M.H." (52) * 

While LSD was nol illegal al this lime, 11 was 
dlflteult to get a hold of for anyone who was not an 
accredited researcher of some sort. If Mary Meyer 
was indeed getting the "finesl add" from someone 
at the National Institute of Mental Health, then she 
was obviously pulling strings or calling on a favor 
owed her. It should also be kept in mind that the 
NIMH was one of several federal agencies which 
served as conduits and "cut-outs" between the CIA 
and scientists conducting research for the MK- 
ULTRA program. (53) 

Mary Meyer had warned Timothy Leary to be 
careful and discrete, he was being watched. After 
his return from Mexico, she chided him about his 
publicity-drawing antics south of the border i 
told you they'd lcl you do anything you want as 
long as you kept it quiet. The plan to set up 
psychedelic tr.iining centers around the country 
was ingenious from all sides. They would have 
Infiltrated ever/ chapter to get some of their people 
trained But they're nol going to Id CBS film you 
drugging people on a lovely Mexican beach. You 
could destroy l>oth capitalism and socialism In one 
month with that sort of thing." (54) On another 
occasion, she issued him an even sterner warning: 
"You should be careful, too. Things are getting 
edgy in Washington. As we start loosening things 
up. there's bound to be a reaction. Keep doing 
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what you're doing, bui tT>* to keep 11 low key If you 
stir up loo many waves. thcyH shut you down, or 
worse." (55) It may sound like the ranting* of a 
paranoid, but Leary was in fact under surveillance 
by Die boys from Langley According to Lee and 
Shlaln. the CIA's Office of Security ( which had uti¬ 
lized LSD for interrogation purposes since the early 
1950s" (56)) Issued a confidential memo that ‘sug¬ 
gested that certain CIA-connected personnel might 
be involved with Leary's group. (57) The CIA's 
Security officers considered LSD an "extremely 
dangerous" substance, far too dangerous for mere 
civilians to be playing with: ’Information concern¬ 
ing ihc use of this type of drug for experimental or 
personal reasons should be reported immediate¬ 
ly...In addition, any information ol Agency person¬ 
nel involved with. ,Drs, ALPERT or LEAKY, or with 
any other group engaged In this type of activity 
should also be reported." (58) Quite a wide net to 
cast to catch so many fish, even those who 
dropped a lab "for personal reasons' Thai would 
certainly have Included Mary Ptnchol Meyer and 
her circle, but who. 1/ there were such people, were 
ihc 'Agency personnel" suspected of hobnobbing 
with l.caty and friends? Could Mary Meyer possi¬ 
bly have been considered ‘Agency personnel”? 

In laie November 1963. Leary received an 
urgent phone call from Mary, begging him to meet 
her along the road outside Ihc Millbrook estate in 


upstate New York where he then operated from. It 
was not ihe same: self-confident woman whom he 
had met in ihe spring of 1962. 'll was all going so 
well, .we had eight intelligent women turning on 
the most powerful men In Washington And then 
we got found out. 1 was such a fool. 1 made a mis¬ 
take in recruitment. A wife snitched on us. I’m 
scared...you must be very careful now...Don't 
make any waves. No publicity, fm afraid for you. 
I'm afraid for all of us." (59) Who was the wife who 
snitched, and who did she snitch lo? As previously 
stated. LSD was riot technically Illegal at this tune, 
although It certainly was a "controlled substance" 
by almost every definition Was the snitch sent to 
spy on Mary's group? Or was she already under 
surveillance? Did somebody at NIMH alerl the CIA 
after she got her acid from his source there? Or did 
somebody associated with Leary turn her in? Leary 
htmself relates that: "Since she hod sworn me to 
secrecy. I told no one except Michael Holllngshead. 
the British agent working on our staff." (60) 

Who was Mtclincl Holllngshead. and what sort 
of "British agent was he? 

Although Timothy Leary was well acquainted 
with psychedelic drugs such as psilocybin, the 
magic mushroom, he had never tried LSD until he 
met Michael Holllngshead. a former employee ol 
the British Cultural Exchange in New York. While 
living there. Holllngshead somehow got hold of an 
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entire gram of LSD. enough for 10.000 doses, 
which he mixed with sugar and water and kept in 
a mayonnaise jar. After partaking of the jar. and 
returning lo earth, he went and called up Aldous 

Huxley to seek his advice on what to do with his 

magic elixir. Huxley seems lo have taken this 
intrusive phone call from a stoned fellow country¬ 
man in stride, as if he got them every day. as he 
advised I he nearly penniless Holllngshead 1 whose 
marriage was also on the rocksl to head up to 
Harvard and sec Tim Leary, whom he had already 
met and tripped with. (611 

Lenry welcomed Holllngshead and put him up. 
They tripped together on psilocybin, but Leary was 
uninterested In the Jar of LSD, apparently thinking 
It not much different from the magic mushroom. 

He changed his mind after seeing the expression 
on the face of Maynard Ferguson after he dipped 
Into Holllngshead s medicine Jar white the Jazz, 
musician was visiting Leary. To Ttm Leary. II was a 
new, even more powerful revelation. Overawed by 
the experience and unsure of himself (definite))' an 
uncharacteristic stale for hun). Leary came lo see 
the alcoholic, chain-smoking Englishman as his 
guru, following him around like a teeny-bopper 
after a pop star Leary's new mode of behavior 
unsettled Richard Alpert and Ralph Manner. his 
closest colleagues, who blamed Holllngshead and 
his Jar of acid for finally unhinging Leary's mind. 

However, they changed their tune when 
Holllngshead lcl them blow ihcir own mlx»ds on his 
stuff. Bui Holllngshead didn't slick around Tor 
long, he left Leary s Harvard group In early 1963. 
about half a year after Mary Meyer first contacted 
Leary. He returned to New York to work with the 
Agora Scientific Trust and threw acid parties ai his 
Fifth Avenue pad where he turned on people from 

the UN. among others. (63) When William Mellon 

Hitchcock, a millionaire stockbroker and an heir to 
Gulf OU and Mellon fortunes, allowed the refugees 
from Harvard to set up shop in Ills Dutchess 
County estate. Mlllbrook. Holllngshead rejoined 
them. In September 1965. Holllngshead relumed 
to England and set up Ills own Mlllbrook in the 
middle of London, the World Psychedelic Center, 
with the help of 5.000 doses of LSD that he pro 
cured from an unusual If not suspect source, gov 
eminent labs in Czechoslovakia Among those who 
patronized the WFC were rock stars such as Paul 
McCartney. Donovan, the Yardblrds. and the 
Rolling Stones (64) 

After a party where over a hundred people 
sampled LSD-spiked punch. Holllngshead was 
busted and sent to the Infamous Wormwood 
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^R. LEARY RETURNING FROM ALGERIA IN 1973 


Scrubs prison where he turned on convicted spy 
George Blake, a top MI-5 agent who passed on 
British secrets to the Russians while stationed in 
Berlin Holllngshead had add smuggled In. and 
Blake was Ihe only prisoner he so honored Bui 
why Blake? Apparently. Blake was intrigued by 
Holllngshead because hr had hung out with Leary, 
arid warned lo try LSD. But the acid made Blake 
paranoid, and he accused Holllngshead of having 
given him a -what else?--truth scrum and of being 
a spy sent under cover behind bars lo interrogate 
him. Not long after. Blake escaped from prison and 
made his way lo Moscow (65) Again Die question 
can be asked, what sort of ' British agent" was 
Michael Holllngshead? (66) 

One bona-fide sccrel agent who was heavily 
involved with the early days of LSD evangelism was 
Captain Al Hubbard Although his name Is till rela¬ 
tively unknown lo ihe general public, there may 
have never been an acid generation were II not for 
him. 

A poor boy from Kentucky. Ilubbard was an 
OSS agent during the Second World War. bul even 
previous lo America s formal entry Into the war he 
was involved in clandestine operations, such as an 
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Iran-contra type affair tn which he smuggled ships 
and disassembled airplanes into Canada for 
British use. all with the approval of President 
Franklin Roosevelt 

Of course the activity was illegal, and Hubbard 
even became a Canadian citizen (on paper) to cir¬ 
cumvent the legal problems, but. to be on the safe 
side. President Truman later officially pardoned 
Hubbard and his crew. 

In 1951. Hubbard was turned on to LSD by a 
British doctor, Ronald Sandtson Among other 
Visions. Hubbard claimed to have seen his own 
parents engaged In sexual intercourse and con¬ 
ceiving him From that point on. Hubbard became 
known as the “Jolmny Apptese.ed of LSD “ (67) 

Hubbard then go( in touch with Dr. Humphrey 
Osmond, yet another Britlah psychologist working 
with psychedelics tn a Canadian hospital [Osmond 
coined the term 'psychedellc“l Osmond's use of 
mescaline led him to the conclusion that 
schizophrenia was actually a condition where the 
body overproduced adrenaline to the point of self- 
intoxication. and h norma) person, tripping on 
mescaline or some other psychedelic, was tem¬ 
porarily m a schizophrenic state. To understand 
what their patients experience. Osmond conclud¬ 
ed. psychiatrists should intoxicate themselves with 
mescaline. This was apparently earth-shaking 
news to the psychiatric establishment of the time, 
and attracted much attention. It also attracted the 
attention of Ihe CIA. Since the Agency had the 
psychedelic research community under surveil¬ 
lance. nothing escaped I heir notice. 168 ) 

Someone else who had been intrigued by 
Osmond s findings was famed British novelist 
Aldous Huxley, who was living in Los Angeles. In 
1953. Osmond gave Huxley a dose of mescaline at

Huxley’s home in Hollywood. The result was 
recorded in Huxley’s famous book The Doors oj 
Perception. (69) The mescaline experience brought 
about a radical change tn Huxley’s worldview 
Previously, he had depleted mlnd-alierlng drugs 
negatively, as a sinister means of mind control in 
the future totalitarian society of his 1931 novel 
Brave New World [where the hallucinogen used to 
keep the masses satisfied was called soma, after 
the ancient Hindu potion!. In 1962. a year before 
his death, Huxley s last novel was published, one 
that would stand ithe dystopia of Brave New World 
on Its head, and propose a different kind of 
psychedelic society. It was called Island, and lias 
been seen by many as a presage of the later 1960s 
counter-culture. (70) 

Whether he whs aware of tl or not. Huxley had 
contacts with many CIA-sponsored researchers. 
Among these were Dr. Louis Jollyon ("Jolly'') West 
and Dr. J. B. Rhine. Rhine conducted experiments 
into paranormal abilities such as ESP at Duke 
University for the CIA. and Invited Huxley there to 
lecture on the subject. (71) West was a University 
of Oklahoma psychologist who once gave an ele¬ 
phant 300.000 micrograms of LSD. and needless 
to say. killed U. 172) 

West had a knack for popping up in odd cir¬ 
cumstances. He examined Jack Ruby In prison In 
1964. and declared him a mentally til paranoid 
after listening to Ruby’s claims of a right-wing con¬ 
spiracy that killed President Kennedy. Ruby was 
soon after put on anti-psychotic drugs and died of 
cancer while still imprisoned in 1967 During the 
height of the Summer of Love. West set up a "pad 1 ' 
In the Haight Ashbury to monitor the habits of the 
hippies, like an anthropologist among n primitive 
tribe, or like George White before him. In the early 
1970s. West, as director of UCLA's Neuropsychlatric 
Institute, was engaged In trying to set up a Center 
for the Study a nd Reduction of Violence in 
Vacaville Prison. California The Center, a brain¬ 
child of then Governor Ronald Reagan, would have 
used Clockwork Orangc-siylc torture-treatments to 
"cure", in some rases prevent’' violent Imalnly 
black) Individuals from committing crimes before 
hand. However, the California slate legislature 
Intervened and shut the center down after alarm¬ 
ing reports tn the press were published. 173) 
Curiously, It was Huxley who suggested to West 
that he give LSD to hypnotized test subjects and 
try to get them to act on implanted posthypnotle 
suggestions. (74) 

In 1955. Huxley met Hubbard and the good 
captain turned Aldous on to the right stuff. LSD. 
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Hubbard and Osmond had a great degree of suc¬ 
cess tn treating alcoholics with LSD. It had 
occurred to them that if LSD could cause such a 
positive turnaround 
in the outlook of sick 
people, what could it 
accomplish In the 
minds of healthy peo¬ 
ple? Hubbard and 
Osmond came to the 
conclusion that they 
could change the 
mindsets of world 
leaders. In this way 
they could advance 
world peace. While no 
records of what tran¬ 
spired at any of these 
LSD sessions with the 
mlghly are available, an anony¬ 
mous associate of Hubbard's 
claimed that they "affected the 
thinking of the political leader¬ 
ship of North America." 

Supposedly, that leadership 
Included a prime minister. 

British MPs. UN delegates, and 
assistants of various heads of 
state. (751 The similarity to 
Mary Meyer's later plans Is 
obvious, perhaps coincidental 

At one point. Hubbard 
claimed that he had "six thou¬ 
sand bottles" of LSD that cost 
him "a couple of hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars." (761 Hubbard 
certainly had the money, but 
where did he get his stash? 

Who was supplying him with so 
much LSD? Was Hubbard, a 
former OSS man. still working for the CtA? 

Hubbard claimed that he was asked to Join the 
CIA at ns inception, but refused. To him. the boys 
from Langley were "sons of the devils themselves". 
(77| This unflattering evaluation may have had 
something to do with Hubbard's claim that the 
CIA. as successor agency to the OSS. owed him 
mucho backpay, a position Uie Company did not 
apparently share. 

Hubbard seems to have been a master fence 
straddler, having been an undercover agent of 
some son for most of his life. In the Prohibition 
era, he worked for Treasury busting bootleggers, 
yet later he became deputy chief of security at the 


Mob-owned Troplcana Hotel and gambling casino 
tn Las Vegas. He also worked for the FDA. the 
Bureau of Narcotics, the Navy. NASA, and military 
contractors such as Teledyne. For the latter he was 
employed as something designated as "director of 
human factors research." (781 

Hubbard kept up contacts in Ihe FBI. and once 
tried 10 get J. Edgar Hoover to drop acid, but the 
FBI's Big Cheese wouldn't hear of It. Despite that 
setback to his near perfect record, the Johnny 
Appleseed of Arid claimed to have turned on "some 
lop intelligence men in Washington, always with 
good results.’ (79) Despite Hubbard's personal 
enthusiasm for LSD and its mystical properties, he 

was no sympathizer of 
the hippie counter-cul¬ 
ture that he had unwil¬ 
lingly helped io create* 
In fact, the perceived 
threat of the entire 
youth movement of the 
late 1960s Intensified 
the red neck/G-man 
aspect of his personality 
tn the point where he 
accrpicd a position as. 
security officer at 
Stanford Research 
Institute In 1968 The 
SRI was engaged In 
studying the New Left 
and Its drug links. In 
order to neutralize It. 
|SR1 had also received 
grants from the Army to 
develop chemical Inca¬ 
pacitating agents]. The 
man who hired Hubbard 
was Willis Harmon, a 
protege of Hubbard's, 
who had been turned on by him In I he late 1950s. 
In a letter to Hubbard. Harmon claimed: "Our 
investigations of some of the current social move¬ 
ments aflcclIng education indicate that the drug 
usage prevalent among student members of the 
New Left is not entirely undesigned. Some of It 
appears to be present as a deliberate weapon 
aimed at political change. We are concerned with 
assessing Ihe significance of ibis as it Impacts on 
matters of long-range educational policy." ( 80 ) 

Was this Just paranoia on Harmon's part, or 
was he on to something? All hough his letter seems 
to Imply that the New Left leadership, perhaps on 
sinister orders from Moscow or Peking, was pro-

rooting drug use as a tactic, he's actually rather 
ambiguous on the source of the perceived plot. 
Could he have suspected the LSD source as being 
closer to home? 

Hubbard, who had helped bust the earliest 
underground LSD labs as an FDA agent tn the 
early 1960s. was convinced the Mafia was the 
main culprll Of course. Hubbard knew about the 
CIA's Interest tn and experimentations with LSD; 
he had been a severe critic of their careless meth¬ 
ods that resulted In suicides and mental wreckage. 
If he ever suspected the hand of the CIA tn the 
enormous amount of illegal odd that flooded the 
streets In the late 1960s. he never said so. (81) 
Dressed in paramilitary gear, the Johnny 
Appleseed of LSD remained at his SRI security 
post until the late 1970s (82) 

Timothy Leary was llrst psychedcllsized in the 
summer of 1960 after Ingesting some magic mush¬ 
rooms while vacationing In Mexico. When Leary 
returned to Harvard, where he was a professor of 
psychology, hr planned to open a psilocybin 
research project To do so. he needed the permis¬ 
sion of the Department head of Social Relations. 
Dr Harry Murray, yet another former OSS man. 
Murray agreed, even volunteering to be a subject. 
When Leary and hts partner. Dr Richard AJpcrt 
Hater known as Baba Ram Dassl heard that 
Aldous Huxley, whose Doors of Perception they 
were using as a guidebook, was In the neighbor¬ 
hood lecturing at MIT. they invited him to Join 
them They tripped together, but had their differ¬ 
ences over the best way to turn on the world. 
Huxley maintained, perhaps with characteristic 
upper class British snobbery, that psychedelics 
were too dangerous to put into the hands of the 
masses, and the only effective strategy was to tum 
on the 'best people", those in power who were 
intelligent and creative, the only ones capable of 
bringing about any real change. Leary, of course, 
would later take exactly the opposite approach. 
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(83) 

Leary eventually met Hubbard as well. They hit 
It off at first, but had the inevitable falling oul offer 
Leary, who received some of his supplies from 
Hubbard, failed to heed his advice on keeping a 
low profile and doing things the establishment 
way, Just as Mary Plnchot Meyer had warned him 

(84) 

(In an essay. God s Secret Agent A O S. 3’ 
Leary referred to Captain A1 Hubbard as "Hal 
Lubbard" and noted that he 'Was the first 
psychedelic tactician lo see that supply-control of 
the drug would be a key issue In the future, so he 
kept up a mysterious schedule of procurement dis¬ 
tribution flights. East Coast-West Coast-East 
Europe-West Europe, bargaining, wheedling, 
swapping to build up the first underground supply 
of the most precious substance the world has ever 
known."| (85) 

Leary himself has come under suspicion from 
some quarters os a possible confusion agent or 
agent provocateur, picked to undermine the New 
Left/anti-war movement and divert the rebellious 
young from concrete political action to blissed out 
cloud castle building, as exemplified by his credo 
of “Turn On. Tune In. Drop Out" As befitted some¬ 
one. who once studied for the priesthood. Leary’s 
whole spiel was more religious than pohticul; in 
fact, he was explicitly anti-political, in the sense 
that most people, especially New Left politicos, 
understood the term. To Leary, both Left and Right 
were menopausal, power games controlled by old 
men. senile, impotent, and clueless. 
Demonstrations, sit-ins, draft-card burn-ins. all 
political activity was Jusi playing their game by 
their rules. When that philosophy is added to 
knowledge of Leary’s career military - family back¬ 
ground. his own stint as an Army psychology 

during the Second World War (despite having been 
bounced from West Point tn his freshman year!, 
and seen through the later revelations of ihe CIA's 
patronizing of LSD studies, it is not hard lo under¬ 
stand why some have continued to regard him 
with suspicion, despite his later radical lum after 
being busted out of prison by the Weather 
Underground. 

Years later, when Leary rnel Captain A! 
Hubbard for the last lime al an LSD reunion in Los 
Angeles in 1979. Leary told him Al! I owe every¬ 
thing to you...the galactic center sent you down al 
the right moment " Hubbard replied, perhaps cryp¬ 
tically. You sure as hell played your part. - ’ (861 
Exactly what was the nature of the part Timothy 
Leary played in Ihe acid saga still bothers many. 
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do then you don't have to fork over $25 for Posner's 
book, because you have its essence. This book, 
which establishment commentators find so Incisive 
and devastating, contains nothing new oilier than a 
load of desperate attitude. It's a rehash of all the 
Oswald-did-it-alone arguments, dressed up in neo- 
conscrvattvc rhetoilc and high lech drag. 

The publishers make much of the fact that 
Posner used computer models to plot bullet trajecto¬ 
ries, etc. This is supposed to dazzle all us techno- 
pcasants and send us muttering, like so many 
Jethro Bodines. ’Golllecc. Uncle Jcd-ihey's got 
computers!". They neglect to tell us that no other 
layperson, engineer or scientist has duplicated any 
of Posner's vaunted results, a fact that puts his sci¬ 
entific credibility goshdam close to zero. 

Nor do Posner and his proponents mention 
the rule of GIGO-garbage in. garbage out—which

Nothing really, except personal resentment al 
his sorry fale (the book, short on history and poli¬ 
tics. is long on dlmcstore psychology) Oswald was a 
confused, chronically abusive mediocrity, a clever 
psychopath, a "man with a deadly smirk" In the ad 
homlncm phrase of VS News: one who unfortunate¬ 
ly was ready, skilled and (considering the condition 
of ihe weapon) extremely lucky with a rifle. 

Remember all that stuff the Warren 
Commission and Us apologists said that made you 
wince, chuckle or seethe In disbelief? Remember all 
those insults to Intelligence, credibility and 
Newtons second law of motion? The aerial ballet of 
the magic bullet? The Rube Goldberg intricacies of 
the Jet effect (the scenario that “proved" lhat when 
JFK's head goes back and to the left, it's not 
because he's been shot from the front right— your 
eyes, common sense and the laws of nature be 
damned)?

computer that *X is a wound of entrance. - Posner 
and company prejudge what Is perhaps the key 
question. What can such a computer possibly tell 
us? Only what Gerald Posner wants us to hear 

Random House. US News. Dan Rather and 
the others would have us believe that Case Closed is 
both the latest and last word on the crime of the 
century. This ts because, thanks to one of those 
cute postmodern ironies. U really restates the Jlrsi 
word on the case, the old Warren Report party line. 

Actually. It's the Warren Report on steroids. 
Thus the Commission's portrait of Oswald as a 
crazed malcontent is Inflated until we have a Psycho 
Killer the size of a Macy's Day Paradr balloon. 
Schizoid tendencies: passive-aggressive behavior, 
sadomasochism: virtually every syndrome In the 
Psych 101 sink is Bung a! Oswald. It s as if the lone 
nut scenario is such a tough sell In the post-Stone 
1990s that It must be staged on the scale of Star 
Wars. 

The problem with the psychological profile 
angle Is that even if the profile Is accurate. U doesn’t 
make Oswald the killer of the President. Indeed, if 
the latitudes and outrages-truancy, tantrums, vio¬ 
lent outbursts- ascribed to Oswald are any Indica¬ 
tion. the country must be brimming with assassins 
Moody, arrogant loners like Frank Sinatra. Douglas 
MacArthur and Dan Rather would have to be prime 
suspects. 

Besides, ll’s exactly like character testimony 
In a trial The prosecution produces doctors who 
diagnose a devil; the defense parades experts who 
find the accused to be an angel; and both sides can 
do this until hell acquires a ski patrol. But Posner, 
the cx-Wall Street lawyer, presents only the prose¬ 
cutor's brief. 

The Warren Report did much the same 
thing; but then Case Closed Is a medley of old stan¬ 
dards. (Even the computer modelling angle has been 
tried before, in a 1988 Nova show.) Thus Jiggles in 
the Zap ruder film are trotted out as if they wen; the 
latest discovery and an infallible guide. Bui the Jlg- 
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conclusion that Oswald was a 'good shot" was based 
solely on the testimony of thev two men. neitlier of 
whom had ever set eyes on Oswald And they based 
their assessments not on any direct ••bservation. but 
strictly on scores from two Marine Corps firing tests, 
each of which Oswald took in the late fifties. 

Posner htdgcs this, referring to Zahm as die ’NCO in 
charge of the marksmanship training unit.* and 
quoting him aa saying. "In ihe Marine Corps, he Is a 
good shut.* This makes It sound like Zahm had 
some familiarity with Oswald, as If he had been the 
NCO In charge of Oswald’s military unit, whereas In 
fan Zahm was In charge uf the overall program in 
marksmanship at Ihe Marine Corps School, and had 
no particular familiarity with Oswald. When Zahm 
soys ‘he is a good shoi.* he is speaking purely in the 
abstract, and his use ol the present tense Is the 
llpulf. lie is saying. In effect. 'Gtwn these scares." he 
(l.e. anyone with such scores! would rale as a good 
shot.’ 

Oddly, Posner emphasizes Ihe second and lower of 
Oswald s two scores, hte 1909 score of 101, which 
qualified him as a ‘marksman.* Posner must like 
the. sound of ihe term 'marksman.'* because ihe 
reality ol all this Is rather embarrassing 
■Marksman* l» the lowest possible rating In the 
Murine Corps, and ihe minimum wore lor attaining 
It Is 190. Even the Warren Report characterizes 191 
.1% Ihe score (quoting the Marine Corps Personnel 
Office) of a 'poor shot * If Llebeller was worried by 
his own Commission's account, what would he say 
about Posner? 

And returning to Lie be Her: hts memo ulao pointed 
out the Rej>ort's deliberate neglect of evidence that 
Oswald was an extremely poor shot. Some of this 
cams from Individual* like Nelson Delgado who 
had - apologies to the gods of abstraction- actually 
served with Oswald. And some came from Yuri 
Nosenko, the suppose^ Soviet defector, whose prof 
fered KGB file pul Oswald the rifleman In the same 
category, say. as Burney Fife Much Uke his prede 
reasons, Posner makes no mention of any of this, 
even though elsewhere- when the subject Is Oswald- 
as-psycho- Nosenko Is quoted verbatim and at 
length. Finally. Uebeller's memo (which had ltltle 
ciTccI on the final Report) pointed out that Zahm ami 
Anderson had been called to testify In late July 
I9G4. more than a month after the close of Ihe 
Investigation. Liebellcr's conclusion, paraphrased by 
Edward Epstein: "The date these witnesses testified 
suggests that they were called for the express pur¬ 
pose of characterizing these shots as easy shots .* 
Well, that’s one wuy to clow a case. 

-On p. 7<i, Posner mentions Spas T. Rat kin. the 
representative of the Traveller’s Aid Society whom 
the State Department dispatched to meet the 
Oswalds when they returned from Russia In July 
1962. Researchers have wondered about the choke 
of an apparent layman like Ralkln when cold war

glc theory-ihe notion that perceptible jerks in ihe 
film are traceable to cameraman Abraham 
Zapruder. who shook Involuntarily In reaction lo 
each shot. Oils occurrence making the Jiggles an 
index of the number ol shots fired— has been 
around a long while. Furthermore, the Jiggle phe¬ 
nomenon has been read In differing but persuasive 
ways Robert Groden. working for the House Select 
Committee On Assassinations, used it to sync up 
the sounds of four shots with the film. Posner is 
enamored of the Jiggle factor because a Jiggle around 
frame 180 allows him to claim a shoi Is fired earlier 
than the Commission has Oswald firing mils idea 
was first proposed by Commission critic Sylvia 
Meagher in the mid 60s I This tn turn allows Posner 
to expand the lone gunman's killing window from 
the near-impossible span of 6 seconds to the vast, 
commodious luxury ol 8 or so seconds. Tills 8 sec¬ 
ond span Is supposed to make Oswald's alleged 
feat-2 hits tn an Incredibly short period under Ihe 
most strenuous conditlons-more. well, possible 

Leaving aside the question of whether a 2 
second difference makes shooting from the sixth 
floor a cakewalk, we should note that many things 
in this world-outhouses in orbit, for example-are 
possible. This however, does not mean they're at all 
probable, and u certainly doesn't prove they hap¬ 
pened. 

This emphasis on the possible Ls another old 
saw When II conies lo issues like the magic bullet's 
trajectory, the rifle's recycling time, or Oswald's 
presence on Ihe second floor 90 seconds afler the 
shooting- t.e.. any scenario lhal might support the 
Oswald-did-it-alone view-the apologists apply a 
standard of evaluation that is very generous. The 
magic bullet scenario is possible, say the comput¬ 
ers; the shot could line up: the evidence does riot 
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disprove U; U can't be ruled out 

Ori the other hand, when l he apologists deal 
wiUi evidence that would suppon:. say. a shot from 
the gussy knoll— Le.. evidence they don’t like- they 
apply a very strenuous standard. There is no evi¬ 
dence dun conduslvelij proves a grassy knoll shot 
Well, neither is there any ubsoluie evidence proving 
the single bullet theory. But the double standard, 
with its equivocal language. Implicitly favors the offi¬ 
cial view. 

Regarding the grassy knoll. Posner's strategy 
is Lo cast certain witnesses- typically those like 
Beverly Oliver or Ed Hoffman who can be most easi¬ 
ly discredited- as de facto representatives of the 
very possibility of a grassy knoll shot Thus, when 
he has cast doubt on ihe claims of. say. Beverly 
Oliver Posner pretends he h;is devastated the 
whole second gunman hypothesis; 

But the second gunman t heory doesn't need 
Beverly Oliver. (I could have begun the prcccdtng 
sentence with "needless to sny"; bul Posner's 
omnipresence In the mass media makes the saying, 
sadly, a necessity.) Photo records of the scene like 
the Nix Him show a horde of people running imme¬ 
diately lo the knoll. Among this, crowd arc sharp- 
eyed reporter types like PBS's Robert MacNell as 
well as numerous police officers— professionals 
trained to comprehend gunfire and Its reverbera- 
llonal properties. And of course there's the Zaprudex 
film. t>ack and to the left: the spluttered outriders to 
the limousine’s rear, the testimony from Parkland 
medical personnel about entrance wounds in the 
front; lo say nothing of the House Committee's 
acoustics evidence. 

Bul as you might guess, the acoustics evi¬ 
dence is dismissed oui of hand loy Posner He uses 
Ihc same lame rationale the National Academy of 
Sciences used. In 1982. to refute the Committee’s 
evidence: a rock drummer from Ohio said it was 
wrong. 

This debate concerns the police dlctobelt 
recording which was found by the Committee's 
experts to hove recorded at least four rifle shots In 
Dcaley Plaza around 12:30 pm. Furthermore, said 
the scientists, there was a 95% probability that one 
of these shots, the fourth one. came from the grassy 
knoll. 

Scrutinizing a published copy of the record¬ 
ing. drummer Steve Barber was- surprised to hear 
what sounded like a voice underneath the gunfire 
saying. "Secure the area." This was a police com¬ 
mand that is documented as going out around 
12:31 or 32. after the shots hail ceased. Lone lay-

Some researchers have found an apparent answer In 
Ralkln’s connections to political organizations not 
men Honed In the Warren Report. In a note. Posner 
comments that Jim Garrison characterizes Kalkin as 
Secretary-General of the friends of Anti Bolshevik 
Nations, a group hooked into both US Intelligence 
and llte extreme right wing of Emopean politic* 
But. says Posner, Garrison supplies no citation for 
this claim Maybe not. but numerous other writers 
do cite the source, a fact (lint puts In question 
Posner's supposed mastery of Ills sub|ecl Tiie claim 
was originallv advanced by Peter Dale Scott tn his 
Nov. 1973 Ramparts article. "From Dallas To 
Watergate." Aside from being one of the most clear¬ 
headed, formidable and respected assassination 
researcher*. Scott Is also a university professor, hi* 
work marked by the most rigorous research proto¬ 
col*. It would be interesting to see Posner challenge 
Scott, but one gels the sense that Posner Is les* 
interested in lhe Issues than In picking on the easi¬ 
est target*. 

— Posner print* the photograph of Gen. Walker'* 
backyard Which Oswald allegedly took while casing 
the Joint and which was found utnong Oswald's 
effects. The photo shows a ‘57 Chevy In die drive 
way; in the Warren version of the photo, there Is a 
hole, cut precisely where the auto's license plate 
should lie 7hl» seems a hit odd. hut things gel curt- 
ouser when one examine* Dallas Pollre Chief dr*.**' 
Curry's JFK Assassl/iattnn File. In this book. Curiy 
display* a Dallas l\»llce photo of various of Oswald’* 
possessions, strewn across a desktop. Clearly visible 
among Oswald's effects Is the aforementioned photo. 
Ttrough the Walker photo Is small, one thing Is per¬ 
fectly dear, the license plate has not been excised. 
This peculiar difference luis given rise lo questions, 
as indeed it should. This is no problem for Posner 
though, who simply assert*, like Lewi* Carroll's 
Humpty Dumpty. that this Isn l so. Ihal the lloense 
plalr. even In the Oswald desk shot, was already out 
out. As I write this. 1 am looking nt Ihc two phoicn 
(they arr reprinted In Rohm Groden’s The* KllltniJ <ff 
A PteslileiU). In one there Is a Crater where d license 
plate should be: in one there is not. My wife and 
neighbor verify this. I guess we need some of those 
newfangled Posner glasses. 

— More brazenly even than the Warren Report. 
Posner parades Howard Brennan as Ihe key witness 
In Dcaky Plaza, this despite Brennan's Inability to 
Identify Oswald In a police lineup and Warren staffer 
Ball's criticism, internal to the Commission, of 
Brennan's testimony Posner tries to refute crttMum 
that has pointed to Brennan's poor eyesight: he was 
Jarslghted, says Posner. an asset in eyebalilng the 
sniper’s nesL More pertinent though Is lhe fact that 
tn a March 1964 reconstruction of the assassination. 
Brennan had trouble seeing any sort of figure tn the 
sixth floor window. Posner makes no mention of this, 
but tlien as we have seen, he has vision problems of 
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- In discussing Garrison’s case. l*osner brings up 
Gordon Novel, whom Garrison fingered as •> CIA 
electronics expert with knowledge of a plot Wllh the 
gall that is his calling card. Posner says nope, sorry, 
wrong; Novel was never a CIA agent. This however 
files in the face of statements attributed to Novel and 
his lawyer, and II definitely contradicts the New 
Orleans Stales Item of April 25. 1967. which report¬ 
ed that Novel "told a number of friends and inti¬ 
mates Ural he was a CIA operative and will use this 
role to battle Garrison's charges ’ Thru then? is the 
tricky matter, omitted by Posner but reported by 
columnist Jack Anderson on August 15. 1974. at 
Watergate: Novel allegedly conspired with Nixon 
hatchetmon Charles Colson to erase the Incriminat¬ 
ing White House tapes using a high tech gizmo 
Finally, there is Novel's appearance on a January 
1993 fVon/ltne detailing J. Edgar Hoover's secret lifr. 
Here. Novel describes, on camera, being given black¬ 
mail material on Hoover by CIA owperspy James 
Angleton. Clearly Gordon Novel is the most regular 
of guys. What could Jim Garrtson have been think¬ 
ing? 

- Again like the Warren Commission, Posner relies 
heavily on the testimony of Marina Oswald, particu¬ 
larly when making the case for Oswald as lone nut 
But both Warren and House Committee staffer* 
expressed the gravest doubts about her testimony, 
which seemed to change wllh the weather. In the 
words of Commission staffer Norman Redllch. 
"Marina Oswald has lied to the Secret Service, the 
FBI and this Commission repeatedly on matters 
which are of vital concern to the people of this conn 
try and the world." Moreover, there la Marina's 1988 
Interview with LadUra' Home Journal, wherein she 
repudiates her earlier testimony, says mite was Intim¬ 
idated and coerced and asserts her belief that 
Oswald was a patsy Hut the way Posner treats 
Marina's testimony, you'd think no one had ever 
raised an eyebrow about 11. 

-And when Posner Isn't relying on Marina, hes 
quoting her mouthpiece Patricia McMillan. 
McMillan’s book Martna and lee purports to accu¬ 
rately recreate Intimate details of the Oswalds' mar¬ 
ried life, as well as the mental states and conversa¬ 
tions of Marina and Lee. However, other than the 
supposed word of the problematic Marina, the book, 
to use a phrase beloved by Posner, provides no cor¬ 
roboration. Then there is McMillan herself, whose 
unusual history has been noted by more scrupulous 
researchers. She Just happened to turn up a tourist 
in early sixties Russia, coincidentally meeting and 
interviewing a young American defector named Lee 
Oswald. Later fate anointed her spokesperson for 
MartniL All this and a CIA groupie too. In the words 
of Anthony Summers. ‘McMillan has testified that 
she never worked for the CIA. However, she applied 
for work at the CIA In 1952. was debriefed by the 
Agency In 1962 after a Soviet irtf. and has provided 


man Barber presented his find to the NAS. who had 
been assigned by the Reagan Justice Department to 
review the acoustics evidence. Common sense, said 
the NAS. tells us that If the voice command of 12:31 
is simultaneous, on the tape, wllh the sound of die 
shots, those sounds must not be shots 
(Interestingly, the same people who here tell us 
common sense is the key have for years been telling 
us that when looking at the Zap ruder film, common 
sense doesn’t count.) 

There are. however, other ways to account 
for tins mix of sounds Ineedle stoppage or tape 
print-through, for example) that don't role out what 
the experts satrl was undoubtedly the sound of rifle 
Are on the tape. But the NAS and the Justice. 
Department, obligated to review the HSCA evidence, 
did not do the scientific thing. Le.. conduct further 
tests; they simply embraced Barber's assertion and 
used M to dismiss the acoustics evidence as invalid. 
It was a convenient way for Ed Merse's Justice 
Department to get off the hook: no acoustics evi¬ 
dence. no conspiracy: no need to do a damn thing. 

But the House Committer findings were 
based on elaborate scfenllflc tests. Just I he sort of 
thing Posner is bowled over by. Furthermore, the 
Committee's tests were not confined to some plush- 
lined computer lab; they involved painstaking reen¬ 
actments tn Dealcy Plaza. And. unlike Posner's com¬ 
puter results, the acoustics findings were vcrdled by 
two independent studies and two sets of experts 
and criteria. If Posner or the NAS were serious 
about evaluating such evidence, they would conduct 
some serious tests. But these ministers of science 
march to a different drummer, one In step with Ihctr 
preconceived agenda. 

And the doublethink doesn't slop ihcrc. 
Posner-like all Warren apologists today with the 
possible exception of Gerald Ford-admits what crit¬ 
ics long have known, that the CIA and FBI lied to 
the Warren Commission, manipulating and derail¬ 
ing its Investigation. One might think that simple 
arithmetic would apply here. Let's see. the Warren 
Report, minus the tainted evidence of the FBI and 
CIA. leaves-what? Answer not much. But Posner, 
the apostle of science, is undeterred by such a cal¬ 
culus. No. despite a CIA/FBI coverup (which was. of 
course, innocuous and benign), the Commission 
somehow stumbled onto the truth-Oswald did It 
alone—in this matter. They were that honorable, 
these honorable men. 

This touching faith in official bodies extends. 
In Case Closed. beyond the Warren Commission. 
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Ihe FBI and Ihe CIA lo Include even ihe KGB 
Posner relies heavily on the word of Yuri Kosenko, a 
KGB agenl who turned himself over to the CIA in 
196-1. 2 months after the assassination Nosenko 
claimed to be a defector, dissalislied with life in ihe 
Soviet Union He also claimed to have handled 
Oswald's Ole while Oswald was in Russia The KGB. 
claimed Nosenko. had no contact wUh and indeed 
no interest in Lee Harvey Oswald 

In the CIA of the cold war 60s. Nosenko’s 
claims were dynamite. In ways loo complex to 
explain here, they played into existing agendas and 
phobias within the Agency. Suffice ll to say virtually 
no one believed Nosenko. A hardline faction. led by 
CIA Counlerlntclligence Chief James Angleton, held 
that Nosenko was a plant senl to disguise KGB 
Involvement in I hr assassination Bui even a moder¬ 
ate faction found most of Nosenko's claims- both 
about Oswald and other matters-dubious; the 
moderates simply ascribed nothing sinister to this 
fact. In Ihe moderates' view Nosenko was menda¬ 
cious and desperate but basically well-meaning, a 
boozy bureaucrat willing to sav anything If ll might 
get him out of the evil emigre. 

The war over Nosenko went on for 10 years 
and tore the Agency apart. It involved isolation and 
liilerrogaUon techniques dial seem right out of 77ie 
Prisoner and yel it was only an Interlude In the larg¬ 
er and weirder story of Angleton's Ahnb-Ukc hum for 
a Soviet mole within the Agency. The Nosenko case 
was. to coin a phrase, closed In the mid 70s. This 
hnd little to do with any certainty about Nosenko’s 
claims and much to do with exasperation about 
Angleton's. When !l was all over. Aiiglclon had been 
fired, the moderates had won and Nosenko was 
declared a genuine defector and made an officer in 
Ihc CIA. 

Nosenko’s word on Oswald, which even his 
friends in Ihe CIA doubled, is accepted by Posner ns 
gospel. The same goes for retired KGB Colonel 
Maxim Ncchlporenko. who was stationed at the 
embassy In Mexico City when Oswald allegedly visit¬ 
ed there In September 1963. Like Nosenko. 
Nechlporenko says Ihe KGB viewed Oswald as a 
possible provocateur and a definite nutcase and 
steered clear. 

Fine, but whal is ihe word of someone like 
Ncchlporenko worth? He was renowned in Mexico 
as a master of Intrigue and deception Back in ihc 
not-too-distant days of the Cold War. establishment 
types like Posner would have regarded such a Soviet 
as the evil empire Incarnate. Now. in the post-Cold 
War thaw, he has an American Ulerary agent and 


‘cultural and literary' mformaUon to ihe CIA (HSCA. 
Report p. 213-).’ Il’» such a small world.

- By live end of Case Closed, ll seems like Wayne’s 
World. The Appendix “Non-Mysterious ’Mystery 
Deaths,” finds Posner drained of debating tricks and 
reduced in shouting "Conspiracy ...Notr In heavy 
mrlal lone*,. Certainly some of lliesr deaths ore easi¬ 
ly explained. Moreover one COtlld erase (hem all 
from die word and still have enough strangeness 
for a hundred reasonable doubts. But it is (he height 
of rhutzpah or hysteria- lo assert Iwlth virtually no 
contextual background! that Ihe deaths of Sam 
Giancana. Johnny Rosclll. George dcMorenschlldt. 
Eladlo del Valle and David Ferric are not al least 
suspicious and worthy of a pause. Here again, 
l*o*ner's instinct for obfuscation comes lo the fore. 
Regarding Giancana. Rosclll and deMorenschlldl. 
Posner makes no mention of the tact that all three 
were shot precisely at like lime when they were either 
testifying or preparing to testify before Congressional 
committees About what? Oh, nothing murh, lust 
certain early sixties assassination plots. This does 
not o( course prove anylhlng. but at the very least 
the tuning Is well, interesting. Bui I repeal: Posner 
docs not even allude lo tills fact: he doe* not even 
attempt one of hi* strained refutations. Oh well. 

Whatever closes your case.

The bottom line? Simple: Agents Nosenko 
and Nechlporenko. like their counterparts tn the FBI 
and CtA. should not be taken at face value To do so 
Is the height of naivete, or something worse. Of 
course if you do take them at face value, then you 
have further corroboration for Oswald’s lonesome 
mi Illness. Anyone or anything that provides that is 
a friend of Case Closed. 

Conclusion Foregone might be a better title 
for such a story than Case Closed but no matter. 
Posner’s real appeal wUh this bizarre argument Is 
the neoconsejvaUve one: Aren’t you tired of it all— 
the conspiracies, the weirdness, the wondering? 
Tired of thr uncertainty and the horror, the horror? 
Well, guess what, sboppos. You don't have lo worry 
anymore, because that’9 no longer the fashionable 
attitude. In interviews. Posner strikes a Bob Roberts 
pose, positioning liimsclf as (lie lone ouisirier ques¬ 
tioning an oppressive ‘establishment' of conspiracy 
theorists. Change "conspiracy theorists" to "liberals" 
and you have the same argument Rush Llmbaugh is 
fond of using, and we all know whal a Young Soul 
Rebel he Is. It’s been a stock right-wing strategy 
since the (lays of Reagan: It’s hip to be square. It's 
even htp lo believe the Warren Report. 

As for conspiracy theories, they are dis¬ 
missed with the usual psychological explanation of 
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their appeal; They answer our need to Qnd meaning 
In events. In fact, says Posner, there is no such 
meaning in events, and conspiracy thinking is anal¬ 
ogous to the religious thought of primitives In this 
view, conspiracy is the opium of the people- it's a 
balm for those not tough-minded enough to face a 
world where shit Just happens and political leaders 
Just up and die 

However, the appeal of a theory is not an 
index of Its I ruth or falsity. And the no-conspiracy 
view lias its own dubious appeal, to the American 
myth of the individual and his supreme importance 
lit HUs Great Man view, history is the function ol 
personality and lls mysteries. Such a view ignores 
the workings of institutions, classes and Interest 
groups, and downplays context. At lls best, it's an 
oversimplification: al Its worst, it's histoiy as People 
magazine. 

Besides, the Oswald-alone view is itself 
opium for the people. It Is very comforting, since u 
absolves us of arty responsibility. Including Ihe need 
to question power and lls workings 

But cutting off questions is Posner’s real 
purpose in Case Closed. He pretends to be a disin¬ 
terested party, calmly evaluating the facts, but start 
at the top and consider the title. It bespeaks the sort 
of shrill certainty about complex Issues normally 
reserved for bad undergraduate papers. Other 
books in the assassination literature- Inquest. 
Reasonable Doubt. Coincidence Or Conspiracy?. Who 
Killerl JFK?, to name a few- have titles that suggest 
openness and the spini of Inquiry But Case Closed 
Is about closure, of the most malign son ll wants to 
shut the door, shut off discussion and shut you up. 
Rest easy. America. It says. Our computers have fig¬ 
ured it oul There Is no problem, and ccrtJinly no 
politics here. You can all roll over and go back to 
sleep. 

Case Closed is a work In an emetging genre, 
one focused on revisionist right-wing propaganda 


Its nearest cousins are The Real Anita Hill and the 
works of O'Souza Medved, Roiphe and company. 
We might call this genre The Empire Strikes Back.’ 
most of its stars having been seduced Uy (he dark 
side of the force Many are the rewards awaiting the 
young writer willing to sell out truth to shore up 
conservative hegemony And this is why Posner's 
picture is everywhere, even though his book Is so 
slight 

Compare the Posner media blit*. to the cover¬ 
age. thirteen years ago. of the House Select 
Committee on Assassinations. Af that time, the 
Committee released Its finding of a ‘probable con¬ 
spiracy* In the murder of the President. The 
Commit lee's report fingered Oswald, but said he 
was part oT a larger plot. The report Implied that 
this larger plot involved mobsters, probably anti- 
Castro Cubans and possibly individuals connected 
lo U.S. intelligence. However. U sold, the identifica¬ 
tion of these other conspirators would require more 
tune and funding, as ihe Committee had run out of 
both. 

This astonishing conclusion came at the end 
of the longest and most in-depth investigation to 
date. Yet the play it got in the mainstream media- 
in journals like US News and the 7 rib- was virtually 
nil To this day. few Americans know what the 
House Commuter found I suppose a hype of Posner 
proportions might have been out of the question, 
but the conclusions of the House Committee were 
hardly covered al all. But then. Ihe House 
Committee's verdict was case open.

Further Conversation with Lars 
Hanssoo

Q: The last time we had you In Steamshavet 
you were able to explain lome of the back¬ 
ground Information concerning Gordon Novel 
and hla connection to those photographs of J. 
Edgar Hoover In flagrante delicto. 

A: I think your readers will find II quite fasci¬ 
nating how he re-enters the picture here. 

I had been aware of Steven Seagal for about 
five years alnng with everybody else, since he 
entered the scene with his movie Above The Law. I 
happened to be living In Santa Barbara, actually 
commuting back and forth between there and Las 
Vegas, working with Colonel Bo Grttz. And 1 was 
very familiar wllli ihe Christie lawsuit, so 1 was 
extremely Impressed with that film when It came 
out. rhe director of that movie, and Seagals mo9t 
recent Win. Under Siege. Is a man by the name of 
Andrew Dnvta. who Is a neighbor of mine in Santa 
Barbnru. So I felt a fairly close tie. And 1 had a very 
good impression of Steven Seagal I'm not that 
great a fan of martial arts per se but 1 felt that at 
least in his first film and perhaps in this last film 
he was trying to get a fairly decent message across. 
His new environmental film. On Deadly Ground, 
is due ou! in mid-February. 

A couple of years ago I was doing this radio 
program and we were talking about the JFK assas¬ 
sination. One of the listeners had sent some mate¬ 
rial which was released from a fellow by the name 
of Craig Hewlett. I'm not saying this to endorse or 
reject him, but one of the listeners had sent me 
this material concerning an individual by the name 
of Roland Bernard Cuillgan. or Bud Culltgan for 
short. Tills was back in 1991. 

1 had first heard Culligan's name about a 
year or so before that indirectly from Fletcher 
Prouty We were working on another case concern¬ 
ing Bob Lazar, interestingly enough, and In the 
course of 11 he had made a stray comment con¬ 
cerning the Cuillgan list This was back in the mid 
die of 1990. I had no idea what that was but 1 
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I HAD A VERY GOOD IMPRESSION OF STEVEN 
I Seagal. I'm not that great a fan of

guessed correctly that this Cuillgan was potentially 
some sort of high-level hit man A year goes by and 
1 gel a tape of an interview that this fellow Cuillgan 
did from the East Ridge. Tennessee police depart¬ 
ment in. 1 believe. 1978. essentially going Into 
some detail about his background as a US govern¬ 
ment hit man and some of these assasslnaltous 
that he claimed to have performed. 

I was extremely busy at the time working 
on a book about George Bush and covering the 
Noriega trial and a few other odds and ends and 
didn't really have much time pursue U. After I got 
back from Iraq last rear, we were supposed to start 
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pulling a documentary video together but the pro¬ 
ject fell through, so I had a little bit of time on my 
hands. This CuIHgan story had intrigued me so 
much during that year that I made all the neces¬ 
sary arrangements and I actually flew out from 
Florida to New Mexico In August 1992 to visit with 
him for the first time. It was a very Interesting 
meeting, The man is 69 years old now He stands 
about 6*4". Despite the fact that he's had open 
heart surgery and his hmr is white, he’s still an 
extremely formidable Individual and extremely 
coherent and articulate. 1 thought that tf this guy 
isn’t what he claims to be. he certainly could play 
the role 

Q: Could you go Into more detail about what 
exactly he claims and what U this Culllgan list 
that Fletcher Prouty talked about? 

A; What Culllgan claims, in fact, and whal he 
has been claiming since roughly 1978. is that he 
was a very high-level, executive action specialist; 
that he was under orders directly from the CIA. 
and that he has In court documents named his 
case officer as having directed him In performing 
over a hundred International assassinations. 

1 hove right In front me a copy of the most 
recent lawsuit lease »AC 91-SI he has filed in 
Asheville. North Carolina, against the Central 
Intelligence Agency. II's a very lengthy flic. He's 
basically claiming that they arc responsible for. I 
believe. 141 felony charges that have been leveled 
against him from Oregon to Rhode Island. Florida 
to New Mexico. He claims that he had loss of 
recognition, loss of retirement and several million 
dollars In damages. It goes into great detail after 
that. There are number affidavits attached 

In one six-page affidavit, he claims that he 
had killed 117 persons from 1943 to 1990. claim¬ 
ing that it came from I he official files of the US 
Stale department as sent to the Federal court in 
Albuquerque in 1985. And some of the people he 
lists, which is whal 1 heard on this tape two years 
ago, were national leaders who most people would 
recognize; Patrice Lumumba (Congo), Rafael 

Trujillo (Dominican Republic). Dag HaminarskOld 
(U.N. Secretary General), Ihe Diem brothers 
(Vietnam). Jose Fuentcs (Guatemala). King Farouk 
and Nasser (Egypt) In 1970. with quite a few in 
between. He claims, and there is documentation to 
prove, that he’s been trying for fifteen years to get 
the agency come to terms, that he did not want to 
go public with any of It. He Just wanted to be left 
alone and go into retirement 


An Individual that I have come to know 
very well who lives down in Florida has been fol¬ 
lowing Culllgan's case very closely for seventeen 
t years. He has a phenomenal computerized 
'database on Oils, catalogued audio tapes, many, 
many tapes lnludlng one where Culllgan is 
describing exactly how he killed King Farouk. or 
had Farouk killed In Italy, for example. A very, very 
extensive, exhaustive Ole. 

The fact is that CuIUgan has filed, as I say. 
four Federal law suits against the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 1 personally have gone to two 
of those Jurisdictions to verify those cases were on 
file and the contents Interestingly enough, about a 
year ago when I went to Asheville. North Carolina, 
to make sure that I had all the documents in I he 
file, the court clerk claimed Dial there was no such 
case on file until I showed her the cover form that 
we had received earlier with her signature on It, 
She said, "Oh. that case!" Most of the people in 
these official capacities write Culllgan off. 
Everybody seems to dismiss It, that he's a nut case 
and so forth. Yet. right on Ihc surface of It, you 
have to ask yourself what kind of glutton for pun¬ 
ishment would file lawsuits like that if there 
weren't something to It? Not one, but four suits. 

Q: And he hasn't written a book or tried to 
get publicity that way? 

A Yes and no. In fact, he claims to have actu¬ 
ally written a book, which 1 believe was published 
In Brussels In 1982 called Highway Into Hell but 
he claims the CIA prevented publication and distri¬ 
bution in this country. Interestingly enough, and 
this is something I have learned very recently and 
have not yet been able to verify, but l suspect U 
may well be the case, that he was supposedly the 
inspiration for the Matt Helms spy scries of some 
years back. It was unfortunately played as a spoof 
by Dean Marlin, but Culllgan claims that he knew 
the people behind the writing of that and that 
many of those Incidents were based on Ills own 
real life experiences. 

Be that as it may, his overall thrusl has 
been lo try to Just lay low and stay quiet and Iry to 
work out some sort of deal witJi the CIA that would 
enable him and his wife, both in their sixties, to 
Just fade into the sunset. He claims that because 
of what he knows and what he participated In 
there's no way that he would ever be permitted to 
do that And so after trying to make contact with a 
number of people. I had gained his confidence and 
actually have made a total of six trips up to the 
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prison. One of them. 1 might add. the second to 
last one. ! made with Steven Seagal's attorney 
[Andrew Rjgrodl for five hours, during which we 
audio taped three hours of Culllgan's Jallhouse 
confessions, describing a number of these assassi¬ 
nations that he claims to have perfonned. Therein 
lies pretty much my dispute with Steven Seagal at 
this point. II should pronounce his name correctly. 
It rhymes with sea gu!LJ 1 gave Seagal the original 
tapes and he has refused to return them to me. 
despite repeated foraml demands 

g: One of Culllgan's claims Is that he rubbed 
out the JFK hit men In Quote mala in 1969? 

A: Absolutely. He claims that there were three 
men. I don't have their actual names tn front of me 
or l would give them to you. he claims that they 
were part of the hit team In Dallas and that all of 
these men were paid a great deal of money and 
given special ireatment. but as he staled In one of 
his affidavits, They were demanding more money 
and what they got was me." He describes how he 
hod met with them in Miami and supposedly was 
assembling a team to perform an assassination. 
Hla cover story to them was that they were to per¬ 
form an assassination in a South American coun¬ 
try and he arranged for them to meet him down In 
Guatemala to set up the logistics lor It. He has 
given me the names of the two men that he claims 
participated with him tn these executions and that 
he then flew down to Guatemala and dispatched 
all three men. And what makes this especially 
interesting Is that, as I say this a case that has an 
extensive track record for at least fifteen years that 
I'm aware of. the question Is how much of It is 
absolutely true and real and ultimately provable. 
That's the difficulty. Frankly, that's why I got tn 
touch with Steven Seagal, in about February or 
March of 1993 

Q: Before we get to that. Culllgan alio 
claims that the two surviving members of that 
hit team are E. Howard Hunt and Trank 
Sturgis? 

A: That's correct He has a habit of referring to. 
and I've noticed this with a number of these ex¬ 
agents. he refers to Sturgis as "Burgess*. 
Apparently back during that time there was n bat¬ 
tery called Burgess and 1 guess when he would 
make contacts or whatnot they’d make a sort of 
code. But. yes. Frank Sturgis He claims that one 
of Hunt's many pay-offs was an incident where he 
was given something like *400.000 for a bunch of 
garbage art in his attic and so forth. But. yes. he 
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claims that they are the only two surviving men. 
Sturgis recently dird In Miami. 

Q: How does Steven Seagal fit In to this 
story? 

A: As 1 say. he seemingly came out of nowhere. 
He has surrounded himself with this aura of mys¬ 
tery. Those people who have watched his films or 
follow him to any degree, are aware that he appar¬ 
ently ran an AikUlo dqjo over in Japan. He has 
claimed In various interviews that he performed 
"special works and favors for very powerful people" 
over there with a heavy amount of lmpUealion that 
these were CIA people. 

What has come out of these most recent 
articles and In some of ray own background inves¬ 
tigation on Steve is that apparently one of the key 
people that he associated wtih over there, while he 
was actually running his mother-in-laV9 dojo. was 
a man by the name of Robert Strickland, who was 
an actual CIA ageni and was Involved In a number 
of very sensitive operations Steven for a number of 
years had claimed him as a godfather type and 
Strickland apparently had unrestricted access to 
the film sets and ao forth, until about 1989. when 
he claims, and the John Connolly arllcle'quotes 
him vs claiming, that Seagal tried to persuade 
Strickland to mb out a man by the name of Gary 
Goldman, who I know fairly well. Goldman had 
worked over In Vietnam, was a captain In the US 
Army and has been involved tn a number of opera¬ 
tions with Lieutenant Colonel Bo Grltx. the POW 
missions and so forth. In the period of lime when I 
was helping Bo pul his books together. 1 had got¬ 
ten to know Gary fairly well 

Moving back a few months: I had contacted 
Seagal because 1 thought that he might be inter¬ 
ested in this Culllgan story. It seemed that tt would 
not only make very good film fare but at that time 1 
had the Impression that Seagal was very sincere 
about wanting lo try to bring the truth out about a 
lot of these covert operations He's a very knowl¬ 
edgeable guy. He prides himself on having that 
sort of awareness and background And we had a 
number of mutual acquaintances, such as Dan 
Sheehan and Andrew Davis. So I contacted him 
and wos very pleased and surprised that he got 
back lo me right away And for the first two or 
three weeks he was extremely gracious and con¬ 
cerned and solicitous about my welfare and health. 
He seemed to be very genuinely concerned about 
the truth of Culllgan's story or getting lo Ihe truth

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What I had originally proposed to him was 
that he underwrite a thorough investigation of 
Culllgan's claims so that we could first and fore¬ 
most find out how much of it really was provable 
before we did anything with It. Then, assuming 
that a lot of the claims thal he !»ad made were veri¬ 
fiable. then obviously this would have made 
tremendous background for a film. book, whatever w 
especially with the thirtieth anniversary of the 
assassination looming If some of the stuff that 
Culllgan is alleging in court could really be vert 
fled, obviously M could help to bring about a major 
breakthrough. So that was ray primary goal and 
always has been, in terms of verifying these things 
through a very serious Investigation. 

What I noticed pretty quickly with Seagal 
was that he seemed to be much more interested 
and obsessed with the details and the intrigue and 
the sensational aspects than he did wlih really get¬ 
ting to the bottom of it So much so that, and this 
is the first lime l*vc said this publicly, during two 
of the conversations that we had he seemed to be 
so enthralled with this idea of this incredible hit 
man that he actually started bragging about some 
of his own activities in that regard, which dis¬ 
turbed me tremendously, for obvious reasons. 
Number one: 1 don't support assassination for any 
reason. Number two: I’m very uncomfortable 
around somebody who is either bragging about 
something of lhat nature that either did not hap¬ 
pen or. worse yet. that did. 

So I started to become very uncomfortable. 
On two occasions- and I want this said for the 
record-Seagal actually made some fairly direct 
suggestions that I should consider performing 
"some favors' for him or. In the case of Culllgan. 
that we should consider eliminating a particular 
general, who I mentioned earlier, who was working 
as his cose officer and apparently Culllgan claims 
Is the one responsible for all the grief he has suf¬ 
fered over the last twenty years. I was extremely 
disturbed about that. 

Q: Now Seagal la actually filing a slander 
suit against both John Connolly and SPY 
Magaalne for these accusations, which yon are 
basically supporting. 

A: In lact. yes. That’s why I wanted to put this 
on the record. He filed a slander suit against John 
Connolly personally and threatened to file suit li 
SPY printed it. which is a fairly apparent case of 
prior restraint Part of the reason 1 want to put this 
on the record Is lhat I turned this information over 
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to the IAPD. which ls» investigating some of these 
claims by Goldman and myself, and they seem to 
be virtually non-concemed. As a matter of fact. Pm 
a fairly good investigator and I was really stunned 
lhat three weeks after Goldman made his report on 
this matter, even though they had contacted peo¬ 
ple around the country, they hadn’t called me, the 
detective had to ask me whnl Seagal’s phone num¬ 
ber was. where he lived and who Is attorney was. 
So anybody who smells anything relating to whul 
happened tn LA In June 1968. the parallels arc 
slightly ominous here. 

Q: That was the thing that made the reputa¬ 
tion for the LAPD as investigators. The RFK 
assassination. John Connolly’s credibility Is 
very good. He's done a lot of good work on the 
Casolaro Investigation. 

A: In case anybody is ready to write Connolly 
oiT or say that he is pursuing a vendetta, your 
readers should know that he has a law degree and 
was a former New York City homicide detective. So 
It isn’t as If he doesn’t have a certain amount of 
professional expertise in this field. 

One of the names that has surfaced repeat¬ 
edly in the Casolaro investigation is Robert Booth 
Nichols. In the short period of time that I wos 
attempting to negotiate with Seagal. I was stunned 
to learn that he had Robert Booth Nichols ad as 
hts technical advisor in his last Dim. Under Siege, 
arid Nichols actually apparently plays a small 
cameo role as one of the terrorists (I thought that 
was appropriate.) 

1 have actual documents from the First 
Intercontinental Development Corporation, when 
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they were incorporating. In a letter to Robert Booth 
Nichols describing Oils corporation which includes 
Robert A. Maheu. whom !'m sure many people will 
remember from Ihe Hughes Intend period, the guy 
who In many volumes now is described as having 
set up Ihe htt team against Fidel Castro, on behalf 
of Richard Nixon wllh Santos Traffic ante, Sam 
Giancana and Johnny Roselli. under the 
JM/VVAVE program Many researchers have 
alleged that It was members of that same team, 
which included Fmnk Sturgis and Howard Hunt, 
that later turned around and went after John 
Kennedy in Dallas. 

Another person who Is part of this corpora¬ 
tion with Nichols was CUnt Murchison. Jr People 
who have done their homework will remember the 
name Murchison: his father was lire very wealthy 
Dallas oil man who was involved wllh J. Edgar 
Hoover, at whose home both Hoover and Nixon 
were visiting the night before John Kennedy was

killed. Of course, they laicr couldn't remember 
where they were that day. 

For those who have been following recent 
developments in the Casolaro case. Ilierc was a let¬ 
ter written by Ted Gunderson, the former FHI man 
who has been Investigating the Satanlsl and so 
forth, that was written to Robert Nichols hack as 
far as 1983. lo try to get him to get some informa¬ 
tion for hlrn in Australia. It's my under¬ 
standing from several sources that Ted 
Gundrrson was actually Involved in 
Meridian Arms Company wllh Robert 
Booth Nichols and Michael Rlconoscuito. 
These are the kind of people that Steve 
has been associating with very heavily, 
employing In his films and so forth. 

Getting back to the issue: what real¬ 
ly concerned me tremendously was that in 
the middle of our discussion Seagal was 
actually bragging aboul his expertise in 
ihls field of assassination himself. His 
attorney was sitting right there when he 
was describing tins in great detail. A close 
friend of mine was sitting there al a subse¬ 
quent conversation where Steve was brag¬ 
ging to us. after we came back from inter¬ 
viewing Culllgan in prison. Culllgon claims 
that he actually fired Ihe fatal shots at 
Raphael Trujillo In 1961 Itt the Dominican 
Republic using a 270 rifle, and he 
exclaimed ’My favorite!’ Apparently that 
inspired Mr Seagal so much that he had 
lo run out and buy two of them and Ihen 
brag to us aboul It. 

I was very concerned about all this 
and where he was coming from. As wc 
were gelling close lo trying to complete the 
deal, which I was becoming more nervous 
about, 1 was told that apparently someone 
had contacted him and tried to warn him 
away from dealing with me In hindsight. I 
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was actually very pleased about that. I later found 
out that person was Gordon Novel. 

Q: We discussed him In our previous Inter¬ 
view. He was on the PBS special concerning J.

Ol all the lost treasures of the world, the 
systematic and wanton devastation oT the greatest 
sanctuary of knowledge in the ancient world, the 
Alexandrian Library, is the most stupendous of 
losses. The destruction of the world’s great 
libraries has been commonplace through history; 
the great collections of Thebes. Nineveh. Baghdad, 
and Louvain were all destroyed, but none of these 
libraries can compare to the myth and legend 
surrounding the library and museum that was the 
Jewel of the sophisticated culture of Alexandria. 
Egypt 

Legend tells us Alexandria contained a 
library and museum that eventually held every 
great work of literature In the world. The library 
and museum flourished from roughly 300 D C. to 
300 A.D. Every great literary work of the Creeks 
was there, as wen as other collections of Roman, 
Jewish, and Arabian scholars Whal became of all 
these treasures has been the collective 
wonderment of historical detectives for centuries 

The library. Ihr greatest of man's 
Inventions, has had a rocky history, built and 
accumulated by all great cultures only to be 
destroyed by conquerors who wished that fire and 
sword could change the past nnd obliterate the 
accomplishments of the vanquished civilization. 

Aristotle. Plato's proud student and 
eventual tutor of Alexander, was one of the first 
scholars to collect and preserve the written word.

Alexander the Great, son of Phillip 1! and 
Olympias. Inherited the crown of Macedonia at the 
age of twenty when hts father was assassinated in 
336 B.C. Until his death tn India of malaria tn 324 
B.C., he conquered most of the known world in 
and around the Mediterranean and spread Greek 
culture Into Aslu. Persia, and Egypt His 
astounding accomplishment tn Just twelve years, 
though st a tremendous cost of human life, left a 
mythical aura around his name In 332 B.C, he 
established Alexandria which became Egypt's 
largest city for 2000 years. 

Alexander was embalmed by eastern 
mast ers, swat herd tn malleable plates of gold to fU 
the contour of the body, and set in a golden casket 
that was paraded through hts kingdom behind 
sixty four gold-bedecked mules For months the 
funeral procession Journeyed from Babylon 
through Mesopotamia, over Syria, to Damascus 
and was event>aally to end at Argae Macedonia 
where Alexander would be placed with other 
royalty But Ptolemy realized what a great political 
coup it would be to have the remains of the great 
king In Alexandria. He took an army to the 
procession and persuaded the leader to allow him 
to perform the last riles. While Alexander rested tn 
Memphis. Ptolemy built a tremendous Mausoleum 
In Alexandria made of the rarest Greek and 
Egyptian marbles. This became Alexander’s final 
resting place that lasted three centuries. In 89 
B.C. Ptolemy IX. tn a great need of money to 
continue his reign over Alexandria, had the gold 
sarcophagus melted Into coin. The sarcophagus 
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was housed in colored glass and eventually 
disappeared altogether in the centuries that 
followed. 

Ploleniy went about creating the most 
comprehensive library known in the ancient world. 
The organization of the library was given to 
Demetrius Phalereus who was familiar with the 
library at Athens. Ptolemy went about purchasing 
scrolls and copying those he couldn't buy Their 
goal was to accumulate 500.000 scrolls - all of the 
known literary works of the world. Ptolemy ordered 
that all books on ships that called on Alexandria 
were to be copied: copies were returned to the 
ships and the originals were confiscated and 
stored In the library 

A 120-volume catalog of the contents of the 
library was- written by Callimachus, but nothing ol 
the catalog has survived. Actually what was in the 
library will never be known for sure. It is estimated 
thnt the total accumulation welled to 400.000 to 
700.000 at the time of Julius Caesar's Infamous 
arrival in 48 B.C. These works included every 
major work of the ancient Greeks It was also the 
home of great sculpture and the workplace of 
distinguished scholars like Aristophanes of 
Byzantium and Apolllntus of Rhodes. 

The complex of rooms for the library and 
the museum containing art works was known as 
the Place of the Muses, in 11 contained the sacred 
writings of the Egyptians and Jews, musk scores, 
medicine and science texts, and philosophy. It is 
believed that the entire works of Sophocles. 
Euripides. Aristotle. Plato, and Homer were 
present, though what was lost from these masters 
can only he guessed at Claudius wrote a history of 
the Etruscans, a civilization occupying northeast 
Italy from 8th to 1st century of which we know 
very little at present. PUny wrote the worlds first 
encyclopedia from sources in the library during the 
first century AD.; Euclid wrote the first textbook 
on geometry; Dionysius wrote Art oj Grammar 
which became a model for much of the world s 
grammarian ordinances. Junius Venator, the last 
curator of the Library, wrote over a hundred books 
covering two thousand years of the world’s known 
history to that time (350 AD.) 

What happened to the greatest collection of 
extant information, knowledge, and wisdom of the 
ancient world, the sculpture and the tomb of 

Alexandria is unknown, but the beginning of the 

end most certainly began with Caesar's arrival (48 
B.C.). 

For nearly two centuries the library had 
served as the greatest treasury of learning known 
to the world. It had escaped all of the threats of 


destruction until Rome's Caesar entered 
Alexandria. There were many reasons for Caesar to 
visit Alexandria: to collect debts: to gain political 
prestige with Egypt by settling a dispute over the 
will of Cleopatra's father, Ptolemy Aulctes, which 
had created friction between Cleopatra and her 
brother Ptolemy, and to enjoy ihe culture and 
civilization of the world's most literate and 
aesthetic city. 

Caesar, known as a scholar with a great 
Interest tn arts and letters, visited Alexander’s 
tomb and the library. The love-struck Cleopatra 
offered Ihe present day master of the world a great 
gill of hundreds of rare scrolls and art objects from 
the library and museum How many Caesar 
packed onto some of his accompanying Roman 
ships Is unknown. A banquet was scheduled to 
celebrate agreements to the will. As Cleopatra and 
her guests reveled. Ptolemy's general Achillas 
seized the opportunity to atiack the palace with a 
force of Egyptian soldiers and slaves. Caesar sent

for reinforcements but realized the E^ptlan navy 
would cause the Roman ships difficulty In rescuing 
him. so he ordered some of his remaining soldiers 
to sneak into the harbor and throw burning 
torches onto the ships. His gift from Cleopatra was 
destroyed as were books stored In warehouses 
along the waterfront, but taesar escaped with hla 
life. It was estimated that 40.OCX) books were lost. 

By the third century AD.. Alexandria had 
become a cosmopolitan population with conflicting 
philosophies and religions that eventually turned 
the city's cultural melting pot Into a boiling 
cauldron of civil dissent. Under the rule of 
Aurellan (272) and Dlocletlus (296) the library 
suffered several destructive assaults Areas that 
contained scientific, alchemy and other pseudo¬ 
science texts were burned, but much of the rest of 
the library remained intact. 

In 391 AD. Junius Venator, the last great 
director of the library, fell out of favor with the 
Christian Bishop of Alexandria. Theophllos. It Is 
believed that Theophllos fell that the library- was a 
hotbed of paganism and convinced the Emperor 
Theodosius, also a Christian, to bum the library. 
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I T IS BELfEVED THAT’THEOPHILOS FELT 
THAT THE LIBRARY WAS A HOTBED OF 
PAGANISM AND CONVINCED THE EMPEROR 
Theodosius, also a Christian, to burn 
THE LIBRARY. 


Junius Venator was rumored to be murdered by 
fanatical followers of Theophtlo9. 

Since the library was stored tn several 
buildings it la not known how much of the 
collection was destroyed In fact there are reports 
that only one building was destroyed, and the 
main collection stored in the Library of the 
Serpeuni survived. After all of these disasters the 
Alexandrlana scholar Parsons wrote In his book 
The Alexandrian Library, “ . if there Is one 
outstanding characteristic of the library . It is its 
genius tn surviving deslructlon “ 


The last assault on this paragon of written 
knowledge has been attributed to Islam. The 
Muslims conquered Alexandria in 642 under the 
leadership of 'Am lbn al-As Like previous 
conquerors, the Muslims were fanatics In 
spreading their own philosophy. In this case they 
believed in spreading the word of the true god. 
Allah, and the one true prophet. Mohammed. 
Sometime between 642 and 646 the library 
suffered several fires by orders of Am lbn al-As's 
spiritual leader Omar, a Muslim fanatic who 
believed that there was only one book to read -the 
Koran 

In the end the destruction came from the 
pagan Caesar, the Christian Thcophllos. the 
Muslim Omar, and Ihe civil strife of Alexandria's 
own people. 

Throughout the entire history of the library, 
scholars have found conflicting stories as to how 
much the library was destroyed during each 
assault. Only one thing is certain as of today -It 
has completely vanished.

The Cods of Eden, authored by Wllllnm 
Bromley, ba one of the more popular and talked- 
about recent books on UFOs and conspiracy It's 
all over the place, and spoken of favorably by a lot 
of people who should know better. What has not 
been talked about la that there Is a hidden 
purpose to the book, and that is to disseminate 
Church of Scientology concepts to the UFO field. 
It's not that Bramley glanclngly touches upon 
material also covered in Scientology, he uses the 
bullhorn for basic, elementary Scientology 
principles without mentioning thetr source, and 
does u again and again in the pages of the book. I 
probably wouldn't even mention the matter except 
for the wide agreement which the 
book has engendered (even Milton 
William Cooper references the book 
Uke it was UFO gospel) — and people 
should know what they're agreeing 

with. 

The Scientology message 
begins with the overall theme of the 
book: we are controlled, even 
’farmed" by extraterrestrials of evU 
intent. This concept has been pul 
forward by a number of writers 
starting with Charles Fort, but 
Bramleys other theorizing makes 
plain where he got the idea: from L. 

Ron Hubbard, in such non- 
introductory Scientology texts as 
Hlstonj of Man. Creation of Human 
Ability, and his taped Philadelphia 
Doctorate Course lectures. Hubbard 
specifically warned about passing 
this “advanced" (read science flcllon-yl material on 
to the non- Indoctrinated, and so Bramley carefully 
doesn't cite these or any of the other Scientology 
materials dealing with what Hubbard termed 
“space opera", l.e. tales of past life experiences 
with civilizations in advance of current Kart h lev els. 
except for a citation of the fairly homogenized Have 
You Lived Before This Ltfe? By being tight-lipped 
about the wilder Scientology stuff. Bramley hews 
to the party line in this Instance, as he does with 
his other covert treatments of Scientology doctrine 
throughout the book. 

Chapter 2. "Orientation." pgs 7-9, gets the 
ball rolling wllh a dissertation about the spiritual. 
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I T'S NOT THAT BRAMLEY GLANCINGLV 
TOUCHES UPON MATERIAL ALStf COVERED 
IN SCIENTOLOGY; HE USES THE BULLHORN 
FOR BASIC. ELEMENTARY SCIENTOLOGY 
PRINCIPLES WITHOUT MENTIONING THEIR 
SOURCE. AND DOES IT AGAIN AND AGAIN IN 
THE PAGES OF THE BOOK 


as opposed to animal, nature of mankind I won t 
argue the truth of this matter, but tl Is straight 
Scientology "Orientation." one o! the baMc premises 
of the ’religion.* (Having spent 13 yeors in the 
organization, partly at an executive level. 1 can 
state that Scientology Is less a religion Hum a very* 
clever mind control operation, so clever tn fact, 
that I thtnk that Hubbard might have fallen for hts 
own creation). 

In Chapter 6. pg. 74. Bramley 
discusses the existence of a mysth-.il 
’Brotherhood’ "engaged In a 
pragmatic program of spiritual 
education ’ Echoing Scientology PR 
terms he apparently identifies The 
original uncorrupicd Brotherhood" of 
anctenl Hines with Srirntology. or at 
least with the purposes of 
Scientology. It Is ’scientific, not 
mystical or ceremonial." which is 
precisely the claim that Hubbard 
made, hence the name of his group, 
and It was *...a considerable body of 
accurate spiritual data, but it had 
not succeeded tn developing a 
complete route to spiritual 
freedom This Is more Scientology 
jargon, as can be easily determined 
by reading any of the books pushing 
the subject or taking a look at Hie 
Scientology ’grade chart’ defining the various 
steps of counselling, claimed as the ’road to 
spiritual freedom “ 

The same goes for Bramley'* statement, 
again on page 74. that 'Brotherhood teachings 
were arranged as a step-by-step process (ala the 
Scientology grade chart I A student was required to 
satisfactorily complete one level of Instruction 
before proceeding to the next one... This style of 
instruction was designed to ensure thal a student 
did not prematurely atttempt difficult spiritual 
feats or become overwhelmed by advanced level 
information. Again, this Is straight 
Sclentologcse. but this time related to Hubbaxd s 
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B ramley is virtually quoting Hubbard, particularly in the policy letter titled 
"Keeping Scientology working", which rails on about people who change the 
MATERIALS OF 5CIENTOLOGY.

theories on study and the application of the 
"gradient" approach, l.e easy before hard This 
also provides a Justification why everything but the 
Introductory levefs are secret: they would 
"overwhelm" someone who hadn't done all the 
preliminary Scientology counselling, and paid all 
the preliminary and considerable fees. How much 
does Scientology go for these days? Last I looked, 
which was about 10 years ago. U was something 
like three hundred dollar* an hour for most of the 
counselling Hus Is why .« goodly percentage of 
Scientologists choose the lockstep of virtually 
unpaid staff work, staff ts promised free 
counselling, although In my experience they rarely 
get much nl it. 

Another point is taken from Hubbard's 
theories of study on page 76. where Bramley 
states. "With a word substituted here and a 
sentence omitted there, the semantic precision 
needed to communicate an exact scientific 
principle will he lost ' Again Bramley is virtually 
quoting Hubbard, particularly In the policy letter 
titled "Keeping Scientology Working", which rolls 
on aboul people who change the materials of 
Scientology. Scientology makes a big deal about 
liberation of Hubbard's written materials by onr Jol 
or little. 

Chapter 7. page 96 Bramley briefly touches 
upon “third parties" involved in wars and other 
conflicts. Hubbard insisted in his "third party law", 
covered In the book Introduction to Scientology 
Ethics, that third panics were always behind the 
scene in alternations 

In Chapter 9. page 108 Bramley chats 
aboul past lives, and shows that he again buys the 
Hubbard scenario In detail with post-death 
disembodied spirits looking around for pregnant 
women to pick up new bodies. 

Chapter 10. page 119 mentions the 
Buddhist legend of the coming avatar Mettaya. 
who would create "a religion that would bring 
about full spiritual liberation for all mankind.., 

Mettaya would simply be an individual with the 

knowledge and ability to get the |ob done.’ More 
covert references to Scientology and Hubbard, 
provable by reading on- nr the »hree Hubbard 
books referenced m ifir e tiffanies oi Bramley a 
book. This Is Hubbard’s Hymn of Asia, in which he 
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clai m ed he was Mettaya come to deliver the planet. 
The text was originally supposed to be delivered at 
a Buddhist convention in the 1950s, no doubt In 
an effort to convert Asia wholesale to Scientology 
Apparently the Buddhists got wind of Hubbard's 
plan, since the address was never given. 

On page 220. Chapter 19. Bramley states. 
"A propcrlv-done confessional can have a highly 
beneficial effect on an individual..." Bramley 

expands on the concept on pages 22-1-225 of the 
same chapter. Properly-done? Perhaps with an Er 
Meter? Bramley couldn't be talking about the 
elements of Scientology processing, which 
Hubbard started calling a "confessional" when 
Dlanctics turned into Scientology and incorporated 
as a religion, could he? On page 225 he talks 
about improper confessions, terming them "quickie 
salvation." echoing the terminology employed In 
Scientology for abbreviated Scientology processing: 
"quickie grades." 

Chapter 34. "Robo-Sapiens." ts a rehash of 
Hubbard's lake on the evils of psychiatry and 
psychiatric drugging This was one of the things 
that Hubbard was right about, but don't get me 
wrong: Hubbard was right about a lot of things. 
This is the glue that sticks one so damnably well 
into Ihe operation, that a lot of It works pretty well, 
and that a lot of Hubbard's Insights were 
profound And when you feel you have even a 
tentative handle on Truth with promises of a hell 
of a lot more to come (namely, the Advanced 
Levels), you're willing to Ignore the absolute 
enslavement that you have to submit to In 
thought, word, and deed. 

I could go on listing sneaky Scientology 
references In Bramley — there arc no shortage - 
bul frankly I'm bored with combing through the 
book. As an cx-Sctcntologlst more than familiar 
with the ingroup cant. I can tell you that Bramley 
Is. without a doubt, a Scientologist who Is trytng to 
sell the Hubbard line throughout. 

Gods of Eden is not that bad of a book, as 
UFO/conspiracy books go. A lot of his history is 

pretty shaky and dependent upon funky sources 
like AMORC. bul I know the problems of sorting 
out truth and Action among9t conflicting reports 
on what’s been did and what's been hid. 

On this account. Bramley did a decent Job. 
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Knowing the references that Brainley is utilizing, 
however, the originality of his cosmic conception 
pales. Bramley. like most ocher true believers, 
mouths the Scientology party line Uke a "Robo- 
sapiens." but then. If you’ve known any 
Scientologists, you’ll find that they all do. Hell. I 
did for the 13 years t was a Scientologist, until I 
finally saw through the scam behind the space 
opera. Not to suggest that Bramley's intentions 
aren’t honorable when he. like every other 
Scientologist In the world, attempts to get "raw 
meat" — l.e. the unprocessed tn Scientology — to 
surrender their personal Judgement and 
philosophy to the "pro-survival" doctrines of L. Ron 
Hubbard Intended to recover the "spiritual being's" 
‘total freedom." Everyone knows what the road to 
Hell Is paved with. It may even be that Bramley 
won’t deny what 1 have said, that his book Is 
riddled with hidden Sctcntologese. The point Is 
that he doesn't admit It in the book, and like the 
evil extraterrestrial custodians he blames In the 
book, he engages in some pretty sneaky mind 
control himself

In coming a secret ballot, one cams a ballot 
for secrets. Ukc people involved in crime, those 
who use the ballot box ore afraid lhat ificlr acta 
will become known, or afraid to authorize a 
government to act in their name The secret ballot 
is a way lo avoid responsibility in much the same 
way lhat a well*kepi secret protects m criminal 
And If one Is to believe the secret ol Carroll 
Quigley’s The Anfllo American Es (oMIshmcm - the 
strange talc of the semi-secret Rhodrs-Mllnrr 
Croup by the late Georgetown University professor 
and Bill Clinton mentor - democracy Is nothing 
more than a tool of control for global market 
planning 

Secret ballots, secret societies and secrets 
in general strike ine as laughably childish In light 
of the fact lhat, eventually, everything becomes 
known The world-wide money cartel described by 
Quigley was even referred to as “Milner’s 
Kindergarten.* Most of us arc as curious as 
children when we sec the smoke and hear the 
whispers we want to discover the seerrt. Quigley 
says as much in reference to what provoked his 
study of the French Revolution of 1789: “1 always 
had lhe eyes of a child/ 

According to the Washington Post Clinton has 
evoked Quigley lectures as *!he rhetorical 
foundation for his political philosophy* as if they 
were an enc hanted childhood memory revolving 
around the American dream like lass trip lo the 
White House to meet JFK In speeches made a 
decade alter Cllnlon was at Georgetown. Quigley 
sounds nothing like lhe convinced imbecile who 
would have him say 'America Is lhe greatest 
country in the history of the world.* 

Here's Quigley speaking for himself 1 ‘Secrecy in 
government exists for only one reason: to prevent 
the American people from knowing what's going 
on. It is nonsense lo believe that anything our 
government does is not known to lhe Russians at 
about the moment it happens." The time was 
1976. and retired professor Quigley returned to 
campus lb deliver three lectures ns part of The 
Oscar Iden Lecture Series 

II is testimony lo the haughtiness of historians 
in general, and Quigley in particular, that he 
would attempt to present the sweep of human 
events from 976-1976 In three lectures: The State 
of Communities." The State ol Estates." and The 
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State of Individuals " Quigley had lhe 
contemplative knowledge of lhe privileged 
academic, ami lhe experience of being in the 
presence of his material, and by this 1 don't mean 
the archives In France he romanticizes In his 
lectures to inspire lhe young scholars. 

It Isn't very difficult to Imagine young Bill 
Clinton once sitting at the feet of his favorite old 
professor, listening to the latter divide ctvtltrallons 
into Class A and Class B. The tone was that of an 
arrogant Princeton man. the voice of the 
establishment that belied lhe content and meaning 
of his words. Pirhaps It was because he sensed the 
coming of the end of his Ufe the died the following 
year) that he let go with xtngcrs such as this: 
"But. most significantly, out of the Dark Age that 
followed the collapse of the Carolingian Empire, 
came the most magnificent thing we have in our 
society: the recognition lhal people can have a 
society without having a state. In other words, this 
experience wiped away the assumption that is 
found thought Classical Antiquity, except among 
unorthodox and heretical thinkers, that lhe state 
and the society are identical, and therefore you 
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can desire nothing more than 10 be a citizen.' 

Quigley, the wannabe anarchist? At the end of 
the above quote, the tape and the pamphlet of the 
lecture dlller The transcript entirely omits the 
following: 'And if you want to go down in a ghetto, 
or catacomb and be with your cozy co-bcllcvcrs 
and so forth and so forth, you arc an enemy 
because you are violating a fundamental 
assumption. - In giving us his list of aspects of 
sovereignty of stales (cooperative defense, 
cooperative resolution of internal disputes, 
administrative power, taxation, legislative power, 
executive enforcement of laws, money control, 
incorporating power) Quigley underlines the 
sensitive points of states, and where to strike so as 
to repossess or destroy this aspect of sovereignty. 

In whaf is perhaps a case of projecting his 
present on the past, as historians are wont to do, 
Quigley trlls us there have been three periods In 
Western Civilization ruled by Judges and lawyers; 
'The first period would be from 1313 to about 
1480; the second was from about 1690 to the 
French Revolution, whic h wa9 a violent response 
against a inass of confused, legalistic rigidity 
preventing necessary reforms. The third is our own 
day when Judges and lawyers are running 
every thing and we are obsessed by legalism and 
litigation." 

At Mines Quigley sounds Marxist: “The 
fundamental, all pervasive cause of world 
Instability is l he destruction of communities by the 
commercialization of all human relationships and 
the resulting neuroses and psychoses' Another 
cause of Instability is that the world is dominated 
by elements of sovereignty outside of the structure 
of the stale Banks and corporations are. "free of 
political controls and social responsibility, and 
I hey have largely monopolized power in Western 
Civilisation and in American society They are 
ruthlessly going forward to eliminate land, labor, 
entrepreneurial-managerial skills, and everything 
else tile economists once told us were the chief 
^lemenls of product ion. The only element of 
production they are concerned with is the one they 
can control; captlal' 

Quigley attacks America on so many 
grounds that one is furred to ask If this Isn’t a 
latent radical showing all lhe bad cards held by 
the state on his death bed. The self-denial of IMng 
for the future that caused the protests of the 60s 
and 70s. fhc endless material desires, the 
mistaking of self disciplined liberty for 
individualism, the fixation on quantitative change, 
the detriment of being "hung up on" vicarious 
experiences, the inability of missile weapons 10 


control people that made the suite vulnerable to 
terrorist attack, the reliance on a mercenary army 
recruited from elements of lhc population without 
internal controls, industrial production of medicine 
and food - In short, nothing works very well, least 
of all the Constitution with Ihe Supreme Court 
(“we have to h3v*e to have someone supreme.* he 
said facetlously) and Imperial Presidency 
Listen to this: 

"Now I come to my last statement. I 
regret ending on what is. I suppose, such a 
pessimistic note - I'm not personally pessimistic. 
The final result will be that the American people 
will ultimately prefer communities. They will cop 
out or opt out of the system Today cverythtng is 
a bureaucratic structure, and brainwashed 
people who are not personalities are trained to fit 
Into this bureaucratic structure and say It Is a 
great life although I would assume that many 
on their death beds must feel otherwise. The 
process of copping out will lake a long lime, hut 
notice: we are already copping out of military 
service on a wholesale basis: u*c are already 
copping out of voting on u large scale basts. I 
heard an estimate tonight I hat the President will 
probably be chosen by forty percent of ihe people 
eligible to vote and that the percentage qf voters 
who were registered and didn't vote will be 
higher for the fourth time tn sixteen years. People 
arc also copping out by refusing to pay any 
attention to newspapers or to what's going on tn 
the world, and by Increasing emphasis on the 
growth of localism, what is happentna in I heir 
own neighborhoods 

And as a parting shot, he added: 'And if a 
civilization crashes. It deserves to. When Rome fell, 
ihe Christian answer was. 'Create our own 
communities.*' Quigley studied lhc state and 
knew it was ugly, no longer the thing of beauty 
that Burckhardt described In Renaissance Italy. As 
Quigley expressed his long term view of the 
development of the slate, it is precisely Its hiatus 
tn the Dark Age that stands out as “magnificent.' 
Elsewhere Quigley relished lhc suicidal (for the 
stale) campaigns of Ford and Reagan that 
promised to reduce government. If he seemed to 
pull this punch It was out of the need keep the 
state in the ring with the corporations, even if he 
knew dial the stale had outlived Its usefulness In 
every regard. In the end. he put faith In 
community. And by total omission of the word. 
Quigley did service to democracy.

To Judge by the article* appearing In 
certain Central and South American magazines, 
wc are certainly missing out on a lot of 
information. The “news that is fit to print’ appears 
to be considerably different from what Is heard and 
reported beyond the borders of the United States. 

U S. troops are on the move again- not 
against Somalia, nor Bosnia, nor yet another raid 
against Saddam Hussein. According to Puerto 
Rico s Claridad newspaper, the United Slates Is 
planning the military occupation of the Amazon 
Basin, in a scenario straight out of Tom Clancy’s 
Clear and Present Danger. 

Articles which have appeared In the 
Peruvian and Brazilian press state that elements of 
the 37th Airborne, stationed at Fort Bragg, have 
set up a powerful transmitter near the town of El 
Benia in the dense Bolivan Amazon. In order to 
maintain vital radio links with Ihc Southern 
Command in Panama and with the Pentagon Itself. 

The result of this information becoming 
public knowledge prompted the questioning of 
Bolivian president Jaime Paz Zamora by members 
of that country's parliament, concerning the issue 
of the illegal presence of well over a hundred 
American soldiers on Bolivian soil 

To Judge from these reports, the 37lh 
Airborne is currently erecting a permanent base in 
the heart of cocaine-producing territory. The 
official government explanation in the face of such 
an activity was that they understood that “a school 
was under construction.* 

Alfonso Alem and Gregorio Lanza, two 
politicians from La Paz. visited the area on a fact- 
finding mission Their report to the parliament 
stated that U S military engineers were Indeed In 
Santa Ana. studying high, medium and low- 
tntenslty warfare In drug-producing regions. This 
revelation caused parliamentarian Hugo Carvajal 
to stale *We must keep foreign military activity 
from turning our country Into another Panama.* 

All of these revelations have come about at 
an odd moment, when the Bolivian government 
has embarked upon a massive campaign to legalize 
the use of cocatne and achieve Industrial 
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production of the leaf. This pro-cncalne sentiment 
Is ulso very strong In neighboring Peru, where 
groups citing the historical and medicinal use of 
the narcotic have gone as far as lo lobby the 
United Notions’ Vienna-based commission. 

Deputy Lanza, who formed pari of the 
mission to Santa Ana. made public his belief that 
the U.S. forces have brought a large number of 
weapons into the country in order to train and lo 
carry out swift tactical reaction operations, whose 
ultimate aim would be that of occupying either the 
Bolivian. Peruvian or Colombian Amazon under 
the pretext of counteracting drug-traffickers or 
fighting leftist guerrillas such as the Scrrfiero 
Lumtnoso.

Carlos Saavedra. Bolivia’s Minister of the 
Interior, released statement on July 21 1992. 
confirming that U.S. forces were building 
permanent facllllics in El BeniA as pari of a pact 
between the two countries to Intensify the “War on 
Drugs “ This agreement, which excluded the use or 
training of Bolivian forces in Hie drug war. breame 
n closely-guarded secret of President Poz's 
administration A “consolation prize’ for the non- 
involvement of the unreliable Bolivian military 
would come in the form of 15 million dollars worth 
of U.S. military materiel. Ninety per cent of the 
military activities uv take place were to be of a 
repressive nature* enhanced poller activity, 
military assistance, radar vigilance. Indictment of 
aerial traffic and control over ports of entry. 
Implementation of the secret project allegedly 
Involved the construction of a dozen new DEA 
bases as well as three military airstrips In the 
jungle. 

Tlie outcome of the fact-finding mission 
prompted tlie Bolivian pari lament to demand of the 
Paz administration why it had acted in violation of 
the Constitution by bringing m foreign men-of- 
arms without prior approval.

1947 Inter-American Reciprocal Assistance Treaty, 
but a closer examination of the provisos contained 
within said the treaty made II clear that u could 
only apply between neighboring countries repelling 
aggression from a third. The pretext that the U.S 
troops were there for •humanitarian reasons' 
clashed with existing Bolivian legislation 
forbidding the use of military forces for 
humanitarian purposes When asked why there 
had not been closer scrutiny of the weapon 
systems being brought into the country by the 
American forces. Chancellor Ronald MacLcan 
declared that his ministry was not u customs’ 
house, and that furthermore, “a gift horse should 
not be looked in the mouth.* 

In spite of the growing demands within the 
parliament, which is calling for the expulsion oi 
the members of the 37lh Airborne. Vice President 
Luis Ossio warned against precipitating u 
diplomatic Incident that could provoke the wrath 
of the United States. This sentiment was also 
echoed by the ministries of Defense and Stole, and 
by the heads of the Bolivian armed forces, who 
feared the possible elimination of U.S. subsidies. 
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The upshot of the Bolivian situation has 
been the formal suspension of entente diplomatique 
for all DEA agents, a rearguard operation in ihe 
eyes of that country's political establishment, 
which has been largely opposed to U.S. military 
involvement in the drug war since Operation Blast 
Furnace (which t<*ok place in the summer of 1986 
and was far from successful), which it now fears 
may have unwitiuiglv led to the establishment of a 
U.S. garrison on Its soil.

The trial against ten mlluary men accused 
of having taken part in the assassination of Hugo 
Spadafora. physician and former guerrilla, has not 
gone beyond mere "window dressing": the core of 
the matter and the real culprits In the notorious 
affair, which took place almost eight years ago. 
remain hitherto untouched. 

According to legislators and humanitarian 
agencies, the Endnra government Is trying to 
legitimize Its Judicial institutions thus, at a time In 
which nepotism, corruption and influence-peddling 
are on I he rise in Panama's circles of power. 

The trial on Spadofora's death is the fourth 
held this year in Panama against the former 
henchmen of deposed Panamanian strongman 
Manual Antonio Noriega, who have Involved former 
president Manuel Solis Palma lln asylum In 
Venezuela), three commanders of the so-called 
"Dignity Hatalltons* and four officers of the 
Defense Force, iwo of them members of Noriega’s 
Information services. 

The hearing has been the most widely 
publicized of Us kind in Panama in the past years: 
17 attorneys. 45 witnesses, and 137 accredited 
Journalists to cover It. According to opposition 
deputies, Ibis and the previous legal processes are 
an effort lo "wash the government’s face before the 
people." 

Set in motion on July 6th in the province of 
Chlriqul, the trial on the Spadafora case accused 
Noriega and nine other former military men 
(among them Luis “Papo" Cdrdoba. currently in 
prison) of murdering the distinguished physician, 
slain when he apparently was getting ready to 
expose Noriega's links with drug trafficking. 

Spadafora. who fought alongside Amilcar 
Cabral In Guinea-Bissau and supported the 
Nicaraguans in their struggle against Somoza in 
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the ’70s. laier joined the colorful dissident 
revolutionary Eden Pastora and his Mlskito 
Indians in the "Misurasaia* Contra group, which 
attempted to oust the Sandlnlsta government. He 
was murdered on September 13. 1985 on the 
border between Costa Rica and Panama, his body 
decapitated and showing signs of torture arid 
violation. 

Colonel Luis Cordoba, who is identified an a 
close friend of Noriega's, would have been In 
c o m m and of al least 14 officers who participated In 
Spadafora’s interrogation and torture. In his book 
Noriega: Nothing But The Truth. American 
Journalist Frederick Kempe records an alleged 
conversation that took place between Cordoba and 
Noriega, in which the former advised: "We have the

rabid dog." Noriega allegedly replied: "And what 
docs one do with a rabid dog?" 

In detail worthy of the yellow press. Kempe 
relates how Spadafora was beheaded by his 
captors "while still alive." after having pulled his 
fingernails, broken two ribs and severing "the groin 
muscles, with clean, symmetrical Incisions worthy 
of the cleverest surgeon In order to facilitate anal 
rape. An autopsy showed Spadufora’s reelum lo be 
seriously deformed due to forced, repeated and 

violent penetration." 

According to the author. "Noriega's friends 
didn't understand. They knew him and that didn’t 
look like his handiwork |..,| he had sancUoned 
political assassination as a tool, and under his 
leadership. Panama's repression had been 
relatively smooth and nonviolent." 

Panamanian deputies also doubled that the 
assassination was the work of members of the 
Defense Force, although the possibility has not 
been discarded by the press. If Noriega's American 
critics classify him as ‘one of Bush's slooges." the 
assassination's brutality also reflects the use of 
methods germane to the military training provided 
by the U.S. to Panama, at the very edge of the 
nauonai will and freedom of sovereignty expressed 
by the late Omar Torrtjos and Noriega himself. 
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I F NORIEGA’S AMERICAN CRITICS CLASSIFY 
HIM AS "ONE OF BUSH’S STOOGES." THE 
ASSASSINATION'S BRUTALITY ALSO 
REFLECTS THE USE OF METHODS GERMANE

The CIA * bemt man? 

In a video taken In his Miami prison cell 
and broadcast during the hearings, Noriega 
implicated Postora in the crime jus ‘having 
differences' with SpadaTora). as well as the Libyan 
government and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization IPLOL to whom the doctor allegedly 
owed $3 million US dollars destined to the 
Salvadoran and Guatemalan guerrillas 

In spite of the possible truth of his 
statements, the innocence of this version clashes 
with others-which are much more credible-In 
the sense that Spadafnra had gathered abundant 
. proof of the ClA-Noriega-Drug trade chain, which 
made him "a liability* In the eyes of the U.S, 
intelligence services. 

Former guerilla Karl Raffo Coba. 
Spadafora's comrade-tn-arms In Nicaragua, stated 
that the latter was assassinated “to keep him front 
revealing that Noriega was the CIA and DEA link In 
drug-trafficking operations.* He also noted that 
Spadafora learned that the CIA supplied weapons 
to the Nicaraguan Contras with funds from the 
drug traffic between Central America and the U.S., 
as part of the operation known in 1987 as Iran- 
Contra. 

“Hugo was with the Miskitos on the Atlantic 
coast and never received any of those donations. 
When backing was denied to him. he spearheaded 
a movement to point out that Noriega, the CIA. and 
the entire intelligence community in the area was 
Involved tn the drag trade. Me faced the monster. 
That's why they killed him.* Coba stated 

Attorney Araulfo Escalona. a private 
prosecutor hired by the Spadafora family, also 
declared that the CIA plotted the assassination tn 
order to protect Noriega. The CIA. said Escalona. 
did not want to lose Noriega, one of Us best men in 
Latin America. 

It doesn't appear to be mere chance that 
both men. Coba and Escalona, were pressured 
after having voiced their opinions on the ertme. 
Three days after having made their statements, the 


former was arrested for the alleged theft of a 
vehicle two years ago; Escalona retracted on the 
following day, alleging that he had been 
‘misunderstood" by the press 

The drug bridge 

According to official reports. Panama is the 
main bridge for the traffic of narcotics stemming 
from South America to U.S. and European 
markets. Paradoxically, drug-related crime in 
Panama Increased by 300* since the U.S. invasion 
in 1989 which deposed General Noriega, under the 
pretext of freeing Panama from the clutches of 
drug trafficking. 

A week after the trial was set In motion, a 
group calling iLseU the MoiHmienlo 20 dc Dtaembre 
IM-201 warned that 'Spadafora's real assassin is 
oil the loose" and (hat the next victims would be 
deputy Araulfo Escalona and attorney Winston 
Spadafora. the slain guerrilla's brother, who has 
also expressed doubts about Noriega's exrlustve 
responsibility for the crime. 

The M-20's warning was contained in a 
nolc sen! to Ihe authorities accompanied by a 
skull, which they claimed was Hugo Spadafora's. 
The skull, which has undergone thorough dental 
exams, was presented in Chiriqtii by former police 
agent Juan Sousa Betancourt, who is now under 
police custody and undergoing psychiatric 
examinations. 

Beyond the grim twist that the judicial 
process has taken, there are many still- 
unanswered questions related with the true role 
played by General Noriega in the death of Hugo 
Spadafora and the implication of the U.S. 
intelligence services tn the same. 

According to Eden Pastors, who hastened 
to deny any personal ties with the events, the 
assassination of his then-comrade was due to 
"foreign Interests', although ‘who ordered Noriega 
to cany out the crime stUI remains unknown " 

On (he side-lines of the gulU or tnnocence of 
the deposed Panamanian general and the nine 
accused ex-mllltary men (who have already 
protested their innocence), there are persons and 
organizations linked to the market of the 
international drug trade, among them former 
participants In Iran-Contra, who are interested In 
keeping the truth from coming out. 

As is always the case in these events, the 
identities of the true culprits will almost surely 
remain a mystery. 
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THE SHROUD OF 
TURIN: A 
REJOINDER TO 
PAGE

Prrsion Page. In his article 'Raiders of the Lost 
Shroud." (SP «8. Suminrr 1903) suggests that tf 
one la to find a conspiracy pertaining to the carbon 
dating of the Shroud of Turin. U is to be found In 
the Catholic Church's intention to keep the 
Protestants from brneflltlng from It religiously and 
financially, an action that would supposedly 
restore the Catholic Church’s control in those 
areas Mr. Page, citing the Catholic Church's 
putative loss of revenue from Protestant 
dominance of sales of Shroud materials and 
referring to the 'now disgraced Tammy Fay and 
Jimmy Swaggcrt." seems to exhibit an anti- 
religious slant. He seems determined to ascribe 
machinations to the Church no matter what the 
scenario: 

If the Shroud is a forgery. Hie longer 
the Church lenl Its guarded support to a 
worthless, painted cloth, the harder Ihe 
fallout when it finally is discredited. Why 
not look like Ihe good guy. appear to 
embrace Ihe age old enemy. Science and 
remove a useful sales tool from the other 
guy9 If the Shroud is genuine, maybe the 
Church want to put It away for a while 
until II can figure out how to keep 
Protestants from brneflltlng from Its 
imprimatur (emphasis mine). 

In his last paragraph. Mr. Page uses the 
phrase \Judro-Christtan sky god." The language 
used here. Including the small *g* tn 'god", Is 
noteworthy. Although pro-authenticity Shroud 
advocates are constantly being accused of being 
less-than-objective because of their faith. 1 contend 
that antt-religlous/agnostlc/athelstlc critics arc 
not Inherently more objective than a believer No 
one. obviously, can be totally objective when 
analyzing any subject. But there Is little doubt (hat 
the religious Implications of the Shroud make 
relatively unbiased research more difficult. 

Mr. Page asks why the Vatican would allow Ihe 
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Shroud to be subjected to C-14 dating if there are 
so many problems with the procedure. He suggests 
that the Church and Science are antagonists. But 
in the press release after the C-14 results from 
Cardinal Ballestrero, who had delegated 
responsibility for the afTatr to a scientific advisor, 
we read 

the problems of the origin of the 
image and Its conservation ore still lefl 
mostly unsolved and will need further 
research and further study, toward which 
the Church win show the same open mind, 
inspired by the love for truth, that did show 
by allowing the radiocarbon dating as soon 
as a reasonable operative program on the 
matter was submitted 

The regrettable fart lhAl any news 
concerning this scientific operation were 
anticipated on the; medio, mostly Ihe 
English speaking ones. Is cause of a 
personal uneasiness of mine, because II 
also fostered the unfair insinuation that Ihe 
Church was afraid of science and was 
trying to hide Its results, a charge In plain 
contradiction with the positions steadily 
held by Ihe church also in this 
circumstance, 

The vast majority of all scientific research on the 
Shroud since 1898 pointed to the Indication that 
the Shroud was an authentic 1st century burial 
cloth. STURP. which studied Ihe Shroud In 1978 
and spent over 250.000 hours analyzing the data, 
concluded that the Image was that of a crucified 
man and was not the product of an artist. In 
normal situations of a C-14 dating, the results are 
simply discarded if it conflicts with other data 
pointing to another lime period. In the case of the 
Shroud, hfsvever. many people are willing to throw 
out all of the other data and keep the C-14 data. 
This is an example of how the religious 
implications of the Shroud causes a deviation from 
normal sc lent ilk- procedure. 

Mr. Page states thnt the htsiorlcal pedigree 
of the Shroud of Turin has alu<ays been suspect as 
far as the Vatican is concerned.' He then cites the 
d'Arcls Memorandum, in which a French bishop 
states that an anist admitted lo having painted 
(the French word used really means 'represented") 
the Shroud and which he correctly says was 
wrtlten to the Pope at Avignon, in a period when 
there were 2 and subsequently 3 claimants lo the 
Papacy The memorandum, which Is actually an 
unsigned, undated draft, ts commonly attributed 
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to d’Arcis in 1389. (d’Arcis’ immediate successor 
believed the Shroud was authentic ! The decision 
by an Avignon Pope cant be cited as proof that the 
Shroud has been suspect In the Vatican. As a 
matter of fact, many Popes have spoken out in 
favor of the Shroud and have granted indulgences 
and liturgical privileges in relation to It. These 
Include Clement VIII, Paul V. Urban VTTI- Innocent 
X. Alexander VII. Clement IX. Benedict XIII. 
Clement X. Innocent XI. Alexander VIII Innocent 
XII. Clement XI. Innocent XIII. Benedict XTV. Plus 
VII. Gregory XVI. Plus IX and Plus XI. Pius XII. 
John XXIII, Paul VI and John Paul II also have 
spoken positively about the Shroud. Even after the 
dating results. John Paul II called the Shruud a 
•relic* and "an object of faith" and said that future 
I eating on the Shroud would be allowed. Thus, 
given all of the above. Mr. Page s statement that 
"the historical pedigree of the Shroud of Turin has 
oituaps been suspect as far as the Vatican is 
concerned* is not accurate. 

When Mr Page says that the "Church never 
officially authenticated the Shroud.* he ts quite 
correct, but what most people don’t understand is 
that the Church will never "officially authenticate* 
It. even if they would come up with a 1st century 
C-M date. Although individuals have spoken or 
acted positively in favor of the Shroud, authenticity 
of relics are nol In the realm of faith and morals; 
they are allowed to be venerated if there’s no proof 
that they’re not genuine, but the Church would 
never require that a Catholic had to believe in the 
authenticity of u relic. If there’s convincing proof 
that a relic is not authentic, the Church would not 
allow the people to venerate It. Thus, although It’s 
not significant that the Church has never "officially 
authenticated’ the Shroud. It Is significant that no 
announcement has been made that the Shroud 
should not be venerated This obviously indicates 
that the Church does not have total confidence In 
the C-14 dating. It s easy to see the difficult 
position that the Church was In If they had not 
allowed the C-M test, they would be accused of 
being afraid of Science. When they- did sllow the 
test, they are accused of being careless and having 
underhanded motives. 

Regarding my statement that the raw data 
from the Shroud dating was not released. Mr. Page 
says that all the data I could want is available from 
STURP-authored documents. The STURP 
documents have nothing to do with the raw data 
from the C-14 dating. Gtvcn the fact trial the C-14 
dating has been given so much weight (albeit 
inappropriately). It Is of great importance to see It. 
which Is not going beyond what is done in any 


normal scientific erepertment. The failure to do so 
casts the labs in a bad light 

There seems to be a lot of political intngue 
in the case. Besides some of the things 1 riled in 
last article, other revelations raise some eyebrows: 
Dr Michael Tlte of the British Museum was 
appointed to be an impartial overseer of the 
Shroud dating. Dr. Edward Hall of the Oxfonl lab, 

1 of the 3 labs (not 5 as Mr. Page slates) was on 
the Board of Directors of the British Museum. 
When Hall, whose view of the Shroud was (hat 
"Someone just got a piece of linen, faked It up. nnd 
flogged It.* resigned from the Oxford bib idler the 
Shroud dating. 30 rich English businessmen 
raised about 1 million pounds to establish a chair 
at Oxford for supposedly having helped proven 
that the Shroud was a fake. The money was 
delivered on Good Friday. 1989. Who was 
appointed to takr Dr. Hall’s place?- Dr. Michael 
Tlte Dr. Harry Gove. Hie Inventor o! thr 
accelerator mans spectrometry IAMS) method of C- 
14 that was used on the Shroud sent a letter dated 
1/27/88 to the director of the British Museum, 
saying. *1 am astonished you would permit the 
British Museum to risk having its reputadon called 
into question in what has become a somewhat 
shoddy enterprise * ir (he Church is guilty of 
carelessness m its dealings with various figures in 
ilic testing. II doesn’t mean they are guilty of 
collusion. 

Mr. Page cites the work of Dr Walter 
MpCrone. who claims that the Image was made up 
of iron oxide and vermillion. McCronr studied only 
sllcky-tape samples and not the cloth itself. 
STURP. which directly examined the cloth, 
acknowledges that there ts Iron oxide and 
vermin ion on the cloth but says that they do not 
make up the image; the Image is degraded 
cellulose fibers, which is what one sees in a 
yellowed newspaper. There are several ways for 
Iron oxide to get on the cloth, including the 
process of the production of the linen, Regarding 
vermillion. It ts well documented that many urllsls 
who were allowed to paint representations of the 
Shroud touched their copy to the Shroud tn 
"sanctify" them. 

Page also cites the work nf Joe NlckeU’s 
rubbing technique. Mr. Page admits that NfckelTa 
image reproduced only "most of the characteristics 
of the Shroud tnuige." Stevenson and Habermas 
cite 13 reasons why Klckell’s Image doesn't 
measure up to the* Shroud Image I stand by my 
statement that no one can explain how the image 
on the Shroud was formed; no one. advocate or 
critic, has been able to reproduce an image that 
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has every feature of the Shroud. 

Regarding the Shroud's 3-diracnsional 
characteristics. I should have clarified my 
statement by saying that the brightness on the 
Shroud image Is correlated to the cloth-body 
distance. When a picture subjected to a "VP-8 
analyzer." which is used to produce 3-D pictures of 
the planets, it immediately results in true 3-D 
relief. Other 2-D pictures can be made to produce 
"3-D" information, but manipulations arc needed, 
whereas the Shroud picture does not need any 
manipulating: the information is inherent In the 
Image. I wasn’t trying 10 deny that there arc other 
forms of 3-D information. 

Mr. Page, while agreeing that C-14 ts not 
Infallible, writes, "While 11 has Its flaws. C-14 
dating methods are not as capricious as Mr. 
Hayward would have us believe." Regarding my 
citation of hue snails, he writes. "So while deep 
seas snails are dated as coming from 100 years in 
the future, astounding as that sounds, the *7 100 
years accuracy range does cover this." My ongtnal 
sentence read. The magazine Science in December 
1988 revealed that some live shells of snails were 
dated to 26.QOQ BP (Before Presentl" lemphasls 
mine). 26.000 does not equal 100. The unreliability 
of C-14 in the literature speaks for itself The study 
shortly after the Shroud C-14 dating that 1 cited 
last article claimed that Ihe margin of error was 2 
to 3 times greater than previously believed. The 
AMS method, the one used on the Shroud, came 
out of the survey very badly. Reporting another 
study in Nature, the very Journal liiai carried the 
Shroud C-14 results. Time ran the headlines. 
“Mistaken by Millenniums: Geologists §how that 
Carbon Dating Can Be Way Off" So why is so 
much stock put in the C-14 test on the Shroud? It 
again, no doubt, has to do with the religious 
Implications of the Shroud. 

I agree with Mr. Page that the question of 
the authenticity of the Shroud ts a matter of faith. 
It ts my contention that an authentic Shroud of 
Turin is ultimately more significant for an agnostic 
or atheist than it is for a Christian while an 
authentic Shroud could bolster Christian faith. It 
could possibly cause an agnostic or an atheist to 
have to make traumatic life changes, which they 
simply might not want to do. Thetr rationalization 
about It could even go to an unconscious level that 
they're not even aware of. 

Dr. Gerald May has said that miracles arc 
nothing other than God's ordinary truth seen with 
surprised eyes. One of the drawbacks of going 
from childhood to adulthood Is that we often no 
longer want to be surprised. The classic statement, 


"For those who do not believe, no explanation will 
suffice; for those who do believe, no explanation is 
necessary" will always be true. Including ns It 
applies to the Shroud ofTurln.

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Who Sliapod 
History: Vampires 
or Gods? 


by William Meyers 


Approximately MOO B C„ according to 
classic Greek historians, a god. Zeus, had m son by 
the wife of a king The son was named Hercules lor 
Heracles). AAer performing tunny feats of strength, 
including descending Into lhe underworld nnd 
returning with I he three headed dog Cerberus. 
Hercules was taken up Into heaven by his father. 
The Greeks set up temples in Hercules’s honor; 
there was even a temple of Hercules built In far ofT 
Rome, around the Hmr of the founding or that city. 
But by CIqhsIc times l-lth Century B.C.) many of 
Greece’s leading thinkers considered Hercules, and 
indeed all of the gods, lu be mythological 
characters with no base in history. Unfortunately 
the Greeks did not team the art of writ lug until 
around 800 B C . so there had been a gap of 000 
years of oral history before the *tory of Hercules 
could be written down Yet during that time, 
indeed until all pagan temples were destroyed by 
Christian zealots, people occasionally reported 
seeing and even talking to Hercules 

In contrast Dionysus appeared in Greece 
after writing had developed. In Olonpsos. 
Archctupal lmag<* of Indestructible Ufc. C. Kercnyl 
reassembles the fragmented and mostly lost 
historical record to show where Dionysus first 
came ashore near Athens c. 650 B.C., and to 
describe how he recruited adherents to his religion 
ond established temples. Bui Dionysos was 
probably a Cretan god. husband of either n female 
ruler of the Island or an Eanh Mother god. at least 
a thousand years before he established his temples 
on the Attic Peninsula. Again, both classic Greek 
cynics and modem historians and pedants Insist 
that first hand accounts were wrong, that there are 
no gods, that they do not lake the shape of men. 
and they cannot live hundreds or thousands of 
years. 

Add some facts for legends. If you so insist): 
Dionysus slept underground for a year, and then 
was awoken to spend a year with Ills worshippers 
before reluming to an underground vault. Equate 
wine. Tor which Dionysus was famous, with blood 
Iwhich the Dtonystans did in secret ceremonies) 
and you have the key ingredients of the vainptre 
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myth. But is It Just a myth? 

Romulus founded Rome, and after 
safeguarding the city ascended into the heavens to 
be with the gods. He continued to appear to 
Romans, beginning with a Senator who was an 
ancestor of Julius Caesar. His stated purpose was 
to make Rome Die seat of a great State. About 700 
yenrs after his ascension into heaven Rome ruled 
the entire Mediterranean world. He was Identified 
with the rather mysterious God of the Roman 
People. Qutrinus Go figure. 

Mithras founded Persia and later came to 
be an important god of the Roman Empire. Osiris 
and Isis were an Egyptian king and queen who 
rose from the dead around 3000 B.C. and led the 
Egyptian religion for over 2000 years. Quetzalcoatl 
played an almost identical role in ancient Mexico. 
Krishna was an immortal warrior god in ancient 
India who still has a large cult following. Chang 
Ling and other Tholsta claimed to be Immortal and 
established a hierarchical church that was the 
trur power in Western China for nearly 2000 
years 

Should we leap to ihe conclusion that, 
bemuse people seldom live to be 120 years old. 
that is an absolute tiintt on lifespans? No one is 
sure how long turtles live because they tend to 
outlive Ihrlr human keepers. Respectable Journals 
like Scientific American report a growing body of 
research on how to prevent aging, Could the 
ancient immortals simply have a different genetic 
program, one t hat allows them to survive ordinary 
death and to llvr for centuries or even millennia 
wit howl aging/ 

Interestingly, most of the vampire-gods 
have similar ancestors sky gods. The story of Zeus 
almost reads like an ancient version of the current 
story of UFO’s with breeding agendas. Zeus would 
rape a woman, and have a son-of-god That 
descendant would then have female children, who 
would in turn be mprd by Zeus. One study of the 
ancestry of Hercules according to the old Greek 
stories indicates that most of his genetic malertal 
would have been derived from this sky god. Thus 
he was more god than man. 

Even the blblr. that mde recorder of hlstoiy 
nnd superstition both, distinguishes between the 
sons of gods and the sons of man. It is the sons of 
god like Methuselah who lived for centuries. And. 
as Von Damkrn pointed out. there are spaceship 
like vehicles aplenty in the Old Testament 

Regardless of whether these gods came 
from UFO's or not. they are certainly the models 
for the vampilrc myth. The immortal god who 
eventually supplanted most of these other 
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historical figures. Jesus Christ. Is in fact a perfect 
match for the vampire myth. Like Dracula he is 
able to hypnotise people and has zombie followers 
He can raise the dead with a kiss, and himself 
could not be killed He can (and did) transfer his 
power lo create vampires, though to a weakened 
degree, to his disciples. He came to rule a great 
empire: the Pope was the virtual dictator of Europe 
during the middle ages. And he was bloodthirsty 
Most converts to the Christ cult convened at sword 
point. Many more pagans were tortured and killed 
by Christians during the decline ol the Roman 
Empire titan vice-versa In facl the Christians, who 
loved to call each other heretics as much as they 
loved to see blood, killed more of each other In 
bloody sectarian wars than were killed by the 
handful of emperors who outlawed Ihetr religion 

The role of lhe.tr religions in history is not 
Ignored even by those scholars who would deny 
the vamplrc-gods a real existence But some 
ancient historians attributed much more to these 
immortals than the establishment of religious 
cults. Most notably the establishment of 
agriculture is attributed to Osiris and 
Quctzalcontl; of wine making to Dionysus; and of 
laws and contracts to Mithras. Osins. Jesus, and 
Mithras all had the power to anoint, or to cast 
down, kings. 

Do the vampires si ill exist, and somehow 


rule us. today? I can't answer with total certainty, 
but there is much evidence that they do. The 
Catholic Church is still a remarkably strong 
Institution despite its promotion of superstition, 
depression and alienation. But perhaps U Is not 
exclusively in Churches and Temples that we 
should look for vampires. There are many stones 
about immortals posing in many other social roles, 
most notably as businessmen. For instance. 11 is 
remarkable how generation after generation of new 
Duponts appear lo rule over Iheir industrial 
empire. 

I cannot even begin to cover the wealth of 
facts that need to be considered to properly study 
this Idea in a short essay such as this. I must refer 
ihc reader to my book Vampires Or Cods?, which, 
despite Its length, ts also just bringing to light the 
most important facts and conjectures in an easily 
grasped manner.

It seems to me that, as an editor who 
publishes some very good stuff (Timothy O’Neill 
comes to mind), you should know better than to 
lend uncritical credence to materials like the 
"Gemstone File." 

To say (as you did in SP 8) that the 
Gemstone File Is “a behind-the-scenes 
documentation of various power cabals* Is silly. 
The File is. as I think you must know, an 
interesting but totally fuckcd-up rant. As such, it 
may be of some literary or cultural Interest, but It’s 
only parapolitical significance would seem to be 
that It has misled many and discredited the few 
who’ve been foolish enough to reference It. 

As an Investigative reporter who’s written 
extensively on parapolitical issues (see Spooks and 
Secret Agenda ). I’m depressed by the nearly 
transcendental gullibility of what I would like to 
think is a pan of the audience for which I'm 
writing. If, to be believed, a writer need only assert 
something, then why should anyone bother to 
conduct Interviews, seek out documents, or 
otherwise let facts stand in th*e way of supposition? 

A good example of the vacuum at the heart 
of the Gemstone File can be seen in the suggestion 
that Aristotle Onassis was. at the head of an 
'International Mafia.,.calling the shots* heard 
round the world. In reality. Onassis was very 
nearly broken by the CIA during the 1950s. This 
occurred when the Agency mounted covert 
operations to overturn a contract that Onassis had 
struck with the Saudis, giving him a monopoly on 
the shipment of oil from Saudi shores Key figures 
In this acllvlty were Onassls’s rival. Stavros 
Nlarchos. CIA agent Robert Mahcu. a spook named 
John Gcrrlty. and Edward Bennett Williams— -all 
of whom worked against Oruissis on behalf of the 
CIA. Maheu. as you must l.cnow. subsequently 


went on to represent Howard Hughes in Las Vegas, 
and Williams became famong mam* other tilings) a 
lead attorney for the Washington Post Contrary to 
what Robertson asserts in the Gemstone File. 
Hughes was not kidnapped by Onassis in 1957—- 
but was. Instead, and accorcltng in Roften Mahcu. 
kidnapped by International Intelligence 
Incorporated, or Intertel. tn 197 1 (Intertct ts a 
Washlngton-basrd prlvalt* intelligence agency 
whose Incorporators Identify irolitically with the 
Kennedy family.) 

The story, which was a difficult one to get 
was told--in considerable detail, and with 
extensive footnotes- -in Spooks. 

My intention here, however, is not so much 
to dispute the details relevant tn ll»e Gemstone FUe 
(or any other article in Steamshouel Press), but to 
suggest Instead that the parapolitical underground 
should consider whether or not II matters that 
they’ve go! it right nr wrong If any conspiracy 
Iheory will do. then Ihe Steamshovel Press should 
be regarded as o lUrrary rntcrpnse- like Fate or 
Crania If. on the other hand, it srems important 
to distinguish between reality and fantasy, then I 
think It's up to you to establish standards of 
reportage (footnotes, etc.). Surely your readers 
need to know that Timothy O’Neill deserves to be 
taken seriously— -while Stephanie Carunnu does 
not. 

That said. I Hkr Sieqmshovet and iTl keep 
reading II But ! do think you need lo distinguish 
between parapolitical artifacts such ns the 
Gemstone File and "behind the-scenea 
documentation* (such asOllle North's notebooks).

One reason why consplratorialisls ol 
whatever stnpe don't have a larger following than 
they might is that they so often gel even mundane 
nnd checkable facts wrong A ease In point Is the 
recent interview in SP SH with Area 51 researcher 
Sean Morton, in which Morton seems to have 
gotten his Machs mixed. In reference to the 
rumored highspeed Aurora platform, for example. 
Morton says that it reenters the earth's 
atmosphere 'going approximately 18 to 20 
thousand miles an hour, which is about Mach 10 
or so, about Mach 8 or 9 * In reality, a Mach, after 
the Austrian physicist and phdooophei Ernst Mach 
(1838-1916), is ihe ratio of an ob|cc-t to the speed 
of sound In the surrounding medium. In general, a 
Mach works out to be about 650 in p.h., thus 
Mach 3 would be about 2000 m.p.h and so on. 
True. I lie Aurora is thought to be capable of speeds 
approaching Mach 8. or about 5000 m.p.h. (See 
Aurora. The Pentagon s Secret Hypersonic Spy plane 
by BUI Sweetman.) But Morton's proposed reentry 
speed of 20.000 m.p.h. would represent a Mach 
number of approximately 30 or thereabouts, It's 
also likely that the Aurora is responsible lor the 
'skyquakcs* Morton references, but not as a 
consequence of atmospheric reentry from a trip to 
the moon, in fact, for reasons too technical to go 
into here now. but including air pressure, 
Sweetman says the Aurora would probably not 
generate a perceptible ground-level sonic boom al 

altitudes of even 100.000 feet or higher 
(Sweetman. page 68 ) Which is good news, if you 
think about it. Who would want every 6-hour 
return flight from the moon announced by a 
ruessy. hard-to-kerp secret skyquake? Whatever 
Aurora is. it's (lying a good deal lower and al least 
four tunes slower than the one Morton has in 
mind

Queer Blood : The Secret AIDS Genocide Plot by Alan 
Cantwell. Jr. 

AIDS: Biological Warfare by Thomas Beardon 

The Persecution And Trial oj Gaston Naessens by 
Christopher Bird 

Over a decade into the AIDS epidemic, 
medical science has still not provided an effective 
cure or even a plausible explanation for the 
disease. The HIV hypothesis, once considered 
irrefutable, is now under attack, as claims are 
being made for HIV-negaitvc patients who remain 
AIDS-free. Amidst the confusion and inertia, the 
medical establishment is slowly being forced to 
consider aliemalivc theories of the origin of AIDS. 

Bui nol all theories. One that has been 
banished beyond the periphery of respectability is 
the biological warfare theory of AIDS. The State 
Department dismissed It as Soviet propaganda, the 
spayed "watchdogs" of the press readily assented, 
and even many alleged "alternative’ publications 
lhat cover AIDS extensively Ignore it (this means 
you. SPIN). There Is a slew of AIDS books on the 
shelves, yet ihc majority of them do not even 
broach the subject. 

Alan Cantwell Jr., MD. has attempted to 
redress the imbalance through his books, the 
latest of which Is Queer Blood: The Secret AIDS 
Genocide Plot |1993. Arles Rising Press. POB 
29532. Lor Angeles. CA 90029. $12.95 ♦ $2 pfth). 
I he follow-up to hLs 1988 AIDS and the Doctors qf 
Death. Almost alone In the field. Dr. Cantwell 
focuses on the blo-warfare hypothesis and the 
suppression of ihc evidence As an example, he 
lells of a network television investigative news 
show producer who backed oul of coverage of Dr. 
Cantwell's charges after checking with a 
government official, who, of course, denied 
everything. Without government co-operation, the 
producer claimed, he couldn't do a "balance story*. 
At the Montreal Filth International AIDS 
Conference In June 1989. World Health 
Organlzailon (WHO) officials, co-sponsors of the 
event, forced a bookseller to remove Dr. Cantwell's 
Aids and the Doctors of Death from sale at his stall 
Why? Because It conlalned a “number of really 
weird suppositions’, or of the weird but awful 
truth lhat might lay behind them? 

As Dr Cantwell shows, the man-made 
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AIDS Idea Is feared among diverse segments of Ihc 
powerful and privileged. Action film star Slcven 
Seagal’s proposal for a movie based on Ihe premise 
was blackballed by one Hollywood mogul after 
another. Perhaps It was nol a smart career move in 
LaLaLand where AIDS ’awareness’ is easily 
satisfied with ihe poll lie ally correct gesture of 
donning a red ribbon. 

Throughoul Queer Blood. Dr Cantwell 
delves into the history of biological warfare, viral 
cancer research, and the ubiquitous use of 
monkeys in vaccine research. Weird AIDS fact: 
AIDS czar Dr. Robert Gallo was the project director 
of "a massive virus inoculation program’ lhat ran 
from 1972-1976, and used over 2000 monkeys as 
test subjects. Many of these unfortunate simians 
died from immunosuppression as a result of the 
Infectious agents pumped into them Is Gallo's 
Claim lhat AIDS "Jumped species’ from an African 
green monkey to a human a half -1 ruth. Lhnl it 
indeed made the jump from monkey to man, but tn 
a supervised experiment in o laboratory, possibly 
his own. and nol by accident In some steamy 
African Jungle? 

Uke Gnllo. many of ihe scientists Involved 
with these questionable pre-AIDS era projects have 
since become ihe luminaries of ihe AIDS 
establishment, including Max Essex, u Harvard 
veterinarian who experimented wtth the AlDS-ltke 
Feline Leukemia Virus, and his protege Donald 
Fronds, who had worked with him on FeLV. 
Francis later participated in both the WHO's 1970s 
African small pox vaccine program and Ihe US 
West Coast hepatitis B experimental vaccine 
program. Both programs, Dr Cantwell points out. 
preceded the AIDS outbreaks in their respective 
locales, and were the most likely Introductions of 
AIDS into the world population. 

The hepatitis H vaccine trials in the US 
were Initialed by Wolf Szmuness. whose strange 
career was scrutinized by Dr Cantwell in AIDS and 
the Doctors of Death and further explored here. A 
Polish defector who went Irom a penniless nobody 
lo head of New York's Columbia School of Public 
Health tn record time. Szrauncss specified young, 
white, healthy, and promiscuous gay males for his 
original 1978 Manhattan trials. Several of the men 
who participated In the project were among (hose 
first diagnosed with the symptoms of what came lo 
be called AIDS. wlLhln two months of the 
program's beginning By 1983. Caniwell reports, 
’one out of every three men injected In the 
experiment was infected with ihe AIDS virus.’ 
Weird AIDS Fact: The program's experimental 
vaccine was manufactured by the National 
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Institute of Health and Merck Pharmaceutical, the 
company founded by George Merck, who headed 
the US World War II germ warfare research 
program, run out of Camp Detrick. Maryland. After 
the war, Merck encouraged the military to 
continue the research and Camp Detrick became a 
permanent post. Fort Detrick The laboratories at 
Detrlck are considered the most likely origin point 
for AIDS by many researchers. 

Dr Cantwell also discusses the 
homophobic and often irrational nature of official 
AIDS science, delivering a few long-overdue hits to 

Peter Due9berg. who claims that HIV does not 
cause AIDS, and torpedoes Randy Shuts' "Patient 
Zero" canard, since immortalized as a "fact" by the 
HBO version of And The Band Played On. He also 
discusses the plausibility that-lhc officially 
nonexistent cancer microbe, which Dr. Cantwell 
has researched for over three decades. Is the 
mystery co-factor involved with HIV to cause AIDS. 

It Is Dr. Cantwell’s experience as a cancer 
researcher and a practicing dermatologist that 
gives his books such a unique perspective as a gay 
man that Infuses hl3 books with the outrage that 
more cerebral conspiracy theorists lack. The forty- 
four friends dead of AIDS to whom he dedicates 
the book attest to the personal loll the plague has 
exacted from him. Those anxious to dismiss Dr. 
Cantwell's claims of genocide and bio-wartarc 
might seize upon these facts as proof Chat Cantwell 
merely has n personal axe to grind on the AIDS 
Issue, but initially, he was dismissive of the AIDS 
conspiracy claims, and ihls book tells why he 
eventually reversed his skepticism. 

Queer Blood, along with the earlier AIDS 
and the Doctors of Death, will provide a crash 
course In the evidence for an AIDS conspiracy 
certain to unsettle. If not convince, other scoffers. 

Thomas Beardon’s AIDS: Biological Warfare 
11988, Tesla Book Company. POB 121873. Chula 
Vista, CA 91912| mines the same vein as Dr 
Cantwell's books, but Bearden, a retired US Army 
lieutenant colonel and research scientist for the 
defense Industry, perhaps not surprisingly, finds 
the now defunct Soviet Union to be the culprit. 
Bearden agrees that AIDS was produced at Fori 
Dctrtck. but by Soviet Infiltrators, and pulls a 
quote from OMNI magazine (March 1986. p 106) to 
prove 1L Oddly. Bearden makes no mention of Wolf 
Szmuness. the most likely suspect for anyone 
seeking to posit a Communist conspiracy-. 

In fact, only about thirty of this book's 486 
pages deal directly with AIDS, the rest is taken up 
with Bearden's discourses on Teslan physics and 
Ihelr application, including an electro-magnetic 


cure for AIDS. Bearden believes ihe disease was 
activated long-distance upon those already 
injected and i aimed vaccines via Soviet "scalar" 
technology, or "cellular death transmission by 
electromagnetics". Two entire chapters "deal with 
complex scientific material and .ire suggested for 
those who arc technically proficient" Despite my 
handicap In this area. I slogged through both 
chapters 1 have no way of confirming or refuting 
what little l did understand, hut if I read Bearden 
right, he Is proposing nolhing less than a bio¬ 
physics that contradicts almost all accepted "laws" 
of the current paradigm. II he's correct, someday 
the wildest science-fiction fantasies may become a 
commonplace, but if he's right about AIDS, few 
people will live to see it. 

Charles Plllcr ami Keith R. Yamamoto, an 
investigative reporter and a molecular biologist 
respectively, offer no new insights into the 
possibility of AIDS being blownrfare in Gene Wars: 
Military Control Ot.er the Neu> Genetic Technologies 
11988. Beech Tree/Morrow. *22.951. tn fact. Ihey 
hardly broach Ihe subject Where they do, Ihey 
don’t seem to be sun what they think. They 
alternate between dismissing the Soviet charge of 
AIDS being a Pentagon product as "fcir-feichcd. 
unsupported" Ip. 92). and. only a few pages Inter, 
proclaiming. "Although no evidence has been 
presented to support the (Soviet) claim, 
manipulating genes to defeat the body's Immune 
response is quite feasible and conslsteni with some 
US studies" tp- 971 teller on. Ihey dismiss 11 yet 
again as 'a particularly mean-spirited claim by a 
New York-based Soviet journalist’ Ip. 1731. whom 
they don't name but would presumably have been 
Vladimir Posner 

Perhaps ihe implications urc Just too 
staggering for them l/> fact considering what they 
were able to dlscovn and document aboul the US 
germ warfare program Even if AIDS IS not a 
product of lhat baleful legacy, this book will 
convince anyone Ural It Is extremely Ukclv. if not 
certain, that someday something as bad as AIDS 
or even worse could escape the confines of some 
military laboratory, and render any further 
theorizing moot. 

Among these bleak portraits of biological 
holocaust, one book seems lo offer hope. 
Christopher Bird's The Persecution And Trial of 
Gaston Naessens (1991. H J Kramer. Inc.. PO 
Box 1082. Tiburon. CA 94920. $12.95) Ihls “True 
Story of the Efforts lo Suppress an Alternative 
Treatment for Cancer. AIDS, and Other 
Immunoglcally Based Diseases', focuses on the 
1989 Quebec trial of Naessens. a medical 
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researcher who developed, among other things. 
714-X. a camphor-based. Ultra lyrophaticaUy- 
Uijectcd compound which allegedly cured 750 out 
or 1.000 cancer patients, some given up on as 

terminal There isn'l much information on its 
effects on AIDS, but bird claims that 714-X 
showed os much promise In combatting the 
ravages of AIDS as it did with cancer 

Nnessrns was accused of practicing 
medicine without a license and of peddling a quack 
cure, bul was acquitted on witness testimony. 
many of whom were living proof of the effectiveness 
of Napsscns* claims. Bird's book Is melodramatic 
hagiography with a Nrw Age slant, and the 
similarity of Nocssens’ "discoveries* to that of 
predecessors like Rife. Hoxacy. Reich, and Dr. 
Cantwell's mcnlor. Dr. Virginia Livingston- 
Wheeler. is minimized or ignored In order to 
portray Gaston Naesscns ns the Original Genius 
Despite this. Bird’s book Is worth reading for Us 
unflattering portrayal of the medical 
establishment s nearly hyslerlcal campaign to 
destroy Naessrns Confronted with an apparently 
legitimate treaimcnt for cancer and AIDS-one 
that was cheap, simple, and effective— they pulled 
oul the slops in their effort to destroy Naesscns 
.md his work. If ihe purpose of medicine is to heal, 
why would physician* want lo suppress a cure for 
cancer and AJDS? Maybe because such a disaster 
would render vast areas of the orthodox medical 
industry utterly redundant After all. illness Is the

Unfriendly Skies by Rodney Stich 

We have all heard the sorry tales of ihe 
corruption of our political system, our courts. 

corporation* and military While some justify on 
attitude of complacency by saving It’s always been 
that way, others investigate and write of the details 
of Ihls ever-expanding virus of criminality a! high 
levels. 

Rodney Silcli has compiled In 538 pages 
what Is perhaps Ihe besl documented effort of ihe 
extent of the pattern of this corruption. Stlch's 
expertise sterns from his career as a former FAA 
Flight Safety inspector and whistleblower of faulty 
airline practices in design and maintenance. This 
was detailed in his 1978 book, Ur\fr(endlij Skies. 
and gives the hard facts behind these practices, 
which have resulted m the dealhs of thousands. 

Sllch breaches the wall surrounding Ihe 
secret activities of the CIA and Us many 
proprietaries. The disturbing news becomes 


abundantly clear as this well-researched work 
gives you the connection between numerous 
scandals Many of our nation’s serious problems 
like the S&L stink. BCCI. Inslaw. drug trafficking, 
conversion of Chapter 11 courts Into a criminal 
enterprise, the October Surprise and the 
prosecution and deaths of many whistleblowers 
have been linked by Stlch's personal experience 
and research. 

Part and parcel to Defrauding America is 
SUch’s own Journey into whistleblowtng. In order 
to fund his activities. Stich relied heavily on the 
fortune from his real estate endeavors He had 
built up a net worth of over six million dollars with 
properties that amounted to about ten million. 
Sllch admits ihnt he Inadvertently gave his 
adversaries a clue as to how lo stop his exposure 
aellvltles. staling in a radio interview.

Aurora Erratum 

The Aurora spy plane crash mentioned In 
the Inst Issue of Steamshovel was in error. The 
crashed plane was not an Aurora, but was in fact 
precisely what Lockheed said it was In the 
following day's news release-a four engine L-100. 
the civilian version of the C-130 military transport 
plane. The plane hod a modification that made the 
wreckage of the tall section of Ihe crafl look like an 
odd della-wlng. This modification Is supposed to 
reduce that stall speed of the L- 100 . 

Much mystery still surrounds the crash, 
however. It seems that a ‘meteorite* with a long 
blue tall had been witnessed by many people 
throughout the South-East of the United State9- 
concurrent with the crash. Also, there was without 
a doubt n news blackout In the major media 
regarding the crash. More recent cover stories have 
stated that scientists had been alarmed in early 
February by ihe close pass of a very large 
meteorite In ihe atmosphere Of course, none of 
the ‘scientists* were referred to by name. 

The blue tall of the supposed meteor may 
have been in fact the result of Lockheed's testing of 
new. unconventional armaments on board Ihe 1/ 
100 aircraft. This aircraft Is now being considered 
for use as a platform for mounting rail-guns, 
hypercannons, coaxial launchers. HPMs (High 
Powered Microwaves! and ram accelerators. This 
scenario differs from the Lockheed cover story in 
that the plane In fact would have been airborne 
when the accident occurred. Based on the fact that 
the witnessed ‘meteor* caused an electrical 
brownout in the region of the crash, suggesting 
that a powerful electro-magnetic pulse-9uch as 
that from a rail-gun or x-ray laser-was 
responsible for the brown-out and also probably 
malfunctioned resulting in the explosion of the 
aircraft in the air. This might also explain the 
several explosions noted by witnesses, one air 
explosion and one or two ground impacts Irom the 
fall to earth. The only portion of the aircraft visible 
on CNN had been the tall section- resembling a 
delta wing aircraft. The main fuselage was never 
photographed by civilians and must have fallen to 
earth In a remote location. RofT Sasser 111 of the 
National Transportation Safety Board said that a 
full investigation of the crash would take six 


months, but It is doubtful that die public will hear 
or read or see any further information on this 
particular crash, especially since It has been six 
months as of this writing and the only reports 
have been about those unnamed ‘concerned 
scientists* who were worried about the ‘large 
meteor" which made a close pass on ihe same 
morning as the crash. 

Mr. Craig H. Smyser. principle investigator 
of advanced weapons systems integration at 
Lockheed Aircraft Service Company claims that 
today's gunship aircraft are too large and 
vulnerable to enemy ftre to be completely effective. 
Wnb current gun-powder based systems, a 
gunship may have lo drop as low as 8000 feel to 
ensure an accurate strike on a target, bul the new 
hyperveloctty systems will allow ihe gunship to fly 
higher than 15.000 feet- well beyond the range of 
conventional ground based anti-aircraft weapons. 
Mr. Smyser claims that the leading candidate for 
development is the rail-gun. More sophisticated 
systems using directed energy, such as lasers and 
particle beams are ‘not mature enough for tactical 
applications". However, ihe use of high-powered 
microwave is already being investigated by 
Lockheed Is the military now in the process of 
finding suitable platforms-air. land, sea and 
space— for placing HPM and particle beam systems 
that are likely responsible for the Crop Circle 
phenomena that has been growing more steadily 
complex?

Steamshovel Sued 

The circuit court of Si. Louis County. 
Missouri, rendered a Judgement in favor of Kenn 
Thomas, editor and publisher of Sfeamshoocl 
Press, the defendant in a lawsuit on January 4. 
The 9uit was filed by former Steamshovel Press co- 
editor Philip Counts last October, who staled that 
the defendant had ‘continually misappropriated all 
funds and spent them at his own discretion, 
without any payment whatsoever to myself." 
Gounis claimed in court that he had originated the 
idea for the magazine as well as the title and was 
entitled to a 9hare of its receipts.

Steamshovel Press was represented In the 
sull by attorney Roy Drtpps HI. Court costs of $36 
were assessed against the p La Hit Iff. An appeal was 
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not (lied within the required ten days. 

'Many people have an impression that *o- 
called conspiracy' researchers make a lot of 
money with Ihetr research." commented Thomas 
after the trial. "This is not true for the most part 
For every bestseller with a real conspiracy as its 
topic—not Robert Ludlum-type spy fiction or 
Posner-styled JFK books that already have big 
money and publicity behind them—there arc 
hundreds of independent efforts paid for with the 
blood, sweat and money of the researchers. Thry 
produce their wares more fur llie sake of sharing 
some previously undiscovered truth ox some new 
perspective to n larger community. That’s where 
Stcamshouel Press stands at this point. It's 
laughable to think of the magazine as a means to 
money, even more laughable to make such absurd 
wishful thinking the basts for a court action .“ 

Leary Smear 

The Saturday. January 1 edition of the 
Boston Globe reported the "news” item that 
psychologist Timothy Leary had conducted 
experiments using psilocybin on prisoners at the 
Concord State Prison In Massachusetts in 1961 
and 1962. The experiments are a fairly well-known 
episode in recent American history’ that Dr Leary 
has discussed openly In biographies In 1967 and 
1982. The Globe reported that former prison 
officials suggested that prisoners in these 
experiments may not have given fully informed 
consent. 

Dr. Leary responded in the January 2 
edition of the Washington Post, savmg. 'My God. 
whenever you do any land of drug research, you 
have to give the patient every kind of 
[information!...This was not a researcher from 
Harvard who went in. dumped a lot of dnigs on 
people and walked away." Leary’s remarks did not 
appear In some syndicated versions of the news 
story. 

The Globe article attempted to connect the 
prison experiments, widely acknowledged ns 
having a poslllve effect on recidivism In the prison, 
to recent revelations about government radiation 
experiments conducted on citizens without their 
knowledge. A doctoral student at Harvard's 
Kennedy School of Government. Richard Dobttn. 
who has studied prison records of the experiments, 
noted that ail prisoners gave their consent. He 
characterized as "unethical" the attempt to link 
this work with the notorious radiation 
experiments. 

Various syndicated versions of the news 


story called Dr Leary a "drug guru" from the 
1960s. Dr. Leary is a humanistic psychologist who 
currently lectures to large audience* and is 
actively involved with transforming computer 
technology into an educational resource A book of 
his most recent writings, Cyberculture. edited by 
Michael Horowitz, is expected from Rontn Press In 
Ihe spring. Leary described himself to the 
Washington Post as "a dissident philosopher from 
the school of Socrates ” 

Sturgis and Haldeman Die 

Frank Sturgis and 11 R. Haldeman died 
less than a month apart late last year. The iwo 
men served a total of two years and seven months 
for convictions connected lo the Watergate 
scandal. Haldeman. who served as Nlxnn'a chief of 
staff, died of abdominal cancer on No v e m ber 12 at 
age 67 tn Santa Barbara ills 1976 book. The Ends 
Of Power, (co-authored with Joseph DlMona) first 
suggested that Nixon's reference? lo "the Bay of 
Pigs thing" in Watergate tape transcripts were 
actually coded references lo Ihe Kennedy 
assassination. Sturgis. long suspected by some as 
being one of the three tramps arrested in Dallas 
after the assassination, died of cancer at age 68 In 
Miami on December 5. Sturgis, a paramilitary anti- 
Castro activist, was one of the burglars caught 
breaking into the Watergate hotel Richard Nbcon.
